ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  HISTORICAL  COMMISSION  -  1978 


The  Braintree  Historical  Commission  (B.H.C.)  during  1978  experienced  another 
productive  year  although  it  seems  that  the  more  that  is  accomplished,  the  greater  the  in¬ 
centive  to  accomplish  more. 

The  primary  task  of  the  Commission,  to  compile  the  inventory  of  the  historical 
man-made  environment  of  our  Town,  is  well  underway.  We  were  somewhat  fortunate  in 
that  a  similar  inventory  had  been  completed  about  ten  years  ago  by  members  of  the  Brain¬ 
tree  Historical  Society  with  some  assistance  from  a  state  funded  private  agency.  Today  the 
task  is  much  larger.  We  have  now  identified  a  total  of  more  than  two  hundred  domiciles 
and  buildings  that  are  within  the  inventory  criteria.  In  addition  about  thirty  monuments 
(e.g.  the  Civil  War  Statue  and  the  Stamp  Act  Plaque  in  Storrs  Square)  are  eligible  entries. 

All  of  these  are  in  the  process  of  documentation,  including  origin,  history  and  photographs. 
This  information  will  be  submitted  to  the  Massachusetts  Historical  Commission  and  will 
ultimately  be  included  in  the  State  Preservation  Plan  under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary 
of  the  Commonwealth. 

In  August  we  were  notified  that  the  old  Thayer  Public  Library  had  been  accepted 
on  July  21  for  inclusion  in  the  National  Register  of  Historic  Places.  This  was  the  first 
nomination  for  this  status  submitted  by  this  Commission.  The  Sylvanus  Thayer  House  is 
also  listed  on  The  National  Register  but  attained  that  status  prior  to  existence  of  this 
Commission.  We  have  also  been  advised  by  the  Massachusetts  Historical  Commission  that 
four  other  properties  have  been  deemed  eligible  for  nomination;  the  necessary  forms  have 
been  received  and  the  task  of  completing  them  is  underway.  The  four  are:  The  Hollis  In¬ 
stitute,  the  Town  Hall,  the  main  building  at  Thayer  Academy  and  the  Jaconias  Thayer 
House  on  Elm  Street.  Some  additional  material  is  being  developed  to  support  the  previous 
nomination  of  the  Moses  French  House  at  766  Washington  Street. 

The  work  in  restoring  the  grave  sites  at  the  Pond  Street  Cemetery  following  the 
widening  of  Pond  Street  has  been  substantially  completed.  The  contemplated  realignment 
of  the  Pond  Street  intersection  which  will  necessitate  some  adjustment  to  the  frontage  of 
the  South  Congregational  Church,  an  inventoried  edifice,  will  be  examined  when  available. 
A  mile  marker  which  will  be  involved  in  a  construction  project  has  been  brought  to  the 
attention  of  the  developer  and  will  be  monitored  by  the  Commission. 

Commissioners  Peck,  Bettinson  and  Avitabile  resigned  or  declined  reappointment. 

All  attended  to  their  individual  responsibilities  and  their  service  is  appreciated.

ARTICLE  13STM.  Amend  Zoning  By-Laws  (Flood  Plain)  As  Printed  and  Corrected 

MOVED  by  Mr.  Furness  (2): 

That  the  Town  amend  its  Zoning  By-Laws,  dated  May  2,  1940,  as  most  recently 
amended,  by  deleting  Section  12.  “Wetlands  and  Flood  Plain  Protection  District”  and  re¬ 
placing  this  section  with  a  new  Section  12  entitled,  “Wetlands  and  Floodplain  Protection 
District,”  as  follows: 

A.  Definitions. 

1.  “Wetlands”:  As  defined  in  Chapter  131,  Section  40,  of  the  Massachusetts 
General  Laws,  as  amended. 

2.  “Flood  Plain”:  Any  areas  subject  to  seasonal  or  periodic  water  inundation 
during  100-year  storm  level.  This  is  further  defined  but  not  limited  to  areas 
on  the  flood  boundary  and  floodway  map. 

B.  Purpose:  The  purpose  of  the  wetlands  and  flood  plain  protection  district  is  to: 

1.  Protect  the  health  and  safety,  persons  and  property,  against  100-year  frequency 
flooding  and  the  hazard  of  water  inundation. 

2.  Control  100-year  frequency  flooding  and  regulate  the  development  of  the 
land  and  construction  of  buildings  thereon  and  structures  within  the  district, 
particularly  in  relation  to  the  use  of  swampland,  marsh  and  areas  along  water 
courses,  ponds  and  lakes,  and  land  subject  to  periodic  and/or  seasonal  flooding. 

3.  Preserve  and  maintain  the  Ground  Water  Table.  Since  these  areas  contribute 

to  the  natural  storage  of  water  during  times  of  maximum  rainfall,  it  is  intended 
that  the  areas  be  controlled  and  conserved  in  as  near  their  present  state  as 
possible,  and  that  any  change  therein  as  herein  provided  shall  not  substantially 
affect  surface  or  ground  water  levels  nor  jeopardize  the  public  health  or  safety 
nor  derogate  from  the  intent  and  purpose  of  this  district. 

C.  Uses. 

1.  For  the  purpose  of  this  section,  the  wetlands  and  floodplain  protection  dis¬ 
tricts  shall  be  considered  as  superimposed  on  the  other  districts  existing  in  the 
same  area,  as  shown  on  the  flood  boundary  and  floodway  map,  and  the  flood 
insurance  rate  map,  Town  of  Braintree,  Massachusetts,  Norfolk  County  Com¬ 
munity  Panel  No.  2502330001-B,  and  any  building,  structure  or  use  of  land 
included  within  the  wetlands  and  floodplain  protection  district  shall  also  be 
deemed  to  be  within  the  particular  district  in  which  it  is  located,  as  shown  on 
said  zoning  map,  and  subject  to  all  the  restrictions  and  regulations  thereof,  in 
addition  to  those  set  forth  in  the  wetlands  and  flood  plain  protection  district. 

2.  SPECIAL  PERMIT  REQUIRED.  In  a  wetlands  and  floodplain  protection 
district,  no  permit  shall  be  issued  for  development  in  any  area  designated  flood¬ 
way.  No  building  or  structure  shall  be  constructed,  substantially  improved, 
altered  or  modified  in  its  present  use,  and  no  land  shall  be  filled,  excavated  or 
otherwise  changed  in  grade  except  pursuant  to  a  special  permit  authorized  by 
the  Planning  Board  as  hereinafter  provided.  Any  application  for  such  permit 
shall  be  submitted  in  six  (6)  copies  to  the  Planning  Board  and  shall  be  accom¬ 
panied  by  a  plan  of  the  premises  in  question  as  required  by  item  4,  Criteria  of 
Approval,  showing:  (a)  the  boundaries  and  dimensions  of  the  area;  (b)  the 
location,  dimensions  and  mean  sea  level  elevation  of  existing  and  proposed 
buildings  and  structures  thereon;  (c)  the  existing  and  proposed  contours  in 
two  (2)  foot  intervals  of  the  land  and  of  any  proposed  changes  therefrom  based 
on  mean  sea  level  datum  and  all  contours  reaching  the  100-year  storm  fre¬ 
quency  elevation  shall  be  distinctly  delineated;  and  (d)  such  other  information 
as  is  deemed  necessary  by  the  Planning  Board  to  indicate  the  complete  physical 
characteristics  of  the  area  and  the  proposed  construction  and/or  grading  thereof. 
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3.  REFERENCE  TO  OTHER  BOARDS.  Within  ten  (10)  days  after  receipt  of 
the  application  for  a  special  permit  as  herein  provided,  the  Planning  Board 
shall  transmit  copies  thereof,  together  with  copies  of  the  accompanying  plan, 
to  the  Board  of  Health,  Engineering  Department,  Conservation  Commission, 
the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners,  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  and  Sewer 
Commissioners.  Such  Boards  and  Commissions  shall  investigate  the  application 
and  report  in  writing  their  recommendations  to  the  Planning  Board.  The 
Planning  Board  shall  not  take  final  action  until  it  has  received  a  report  thereon 
from  the  above  Boards  and  Commissions,  or  until  such  Boards  and  Com¬ 
missions  have  allowed  forty-five  (45)  days  to  elapse  after  receipt  of  said  appli¬ 
cation  without  submission  of  a  report. 

4.  CRITERIA  OF  APPROVAL.  The  Planning  Board  may  issue  a  special  permit 
hereunder  (subject  to  other  provisions  of  this  Zoning  By-Law)  if  it  finds  that 
the  proposed  construction  and/or  proposed  change  in  grade  will  not  derogate 
from  the  intent  and  purpose  of  this  district,  nor  endanger  the  health  and 
safety  of  the  public  nor  the  legitimate  use  of  other  land  in  the  Town.  In  de¬ 
ciding  application  for  a  special  permit  under  this  section,  but  without  limiting 
the  generality  of  the  foregoing,  the  special  permit  granting  authority  shall 
assure  that  the  lowest  floor,  including  the  basement  or  cellar  of  any  residential 
building  (new  or  substantially  improved)  must  be  at  least  one  (1)  foot  above 
base  flood  elevation.  Non-residential  construction  or  improvement  shall  be 
elevated  or  floodproofed  to  or  above  the  base  flood  elevation.  To  a  degree 
consistent  with  a  reasonable  use  of  the  premises  for  purposes  permitted  in  the 
use  district  in  which  located,  the  special  permit  granting  authority  shall  assure 
that:  (a)  the  proposed  construction  use  and/or  change  of  grade  will  not  ob¬ 
struct  or  divert  flood  flow,  reduce  natural  storage,  or  increase  storm  water 
runoff  to  the  extent  of  substantially  raising  base  flood  elevation  of  any  other 
land;  (b)  the  proposed  system  of  drainage  and/or  public  or  private  sewage 
disposal  will  not  cause  pollution  or  otherwise  endanger  the  public  health;  (c) 
the  proposed  construction  will  have  sufficient  structural  safety  to  counteract 
any  buoyancy  or  water  impact;  (d)  the  proposed  construction  shall  have  street 
or  other  appropriate  access  that  shall  be  at  lease  one  (1)  foot  above  base  flood 
elevation. 

5.  CONDITIONS  OF  PERMIT:  In  granting  a  special  permit  hereunder,  the  Plan¬ 
ning  Board  shall  impose  conditions  specifically  designed  to  safeguard  the 
health  and  safety  of  occupants  of  the  premises  and  of  other  land  in  and  ad¬ 
jacent  to  the  district,  and  to  ensure  conformity  with  the  provisions  hereof.  It 
shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  Planning  Board  to  ascertain  that  the  requirements 
of  Town  Engineer,  Conservation  Commission,  Board  of  Health,  Zoning  Board 
of  Appeals,  Sewer  Commissioners,  Water  Commissioners  and  all  other 
government  agencies  from  which  approval  is  required  have  been  met  regarding 
but.  not  limited  to  the  following:  (a)  placement  of  building  or  structure;  (b) 
type  of  foundation  (such  as  posts  with  “blow-out”  panels);  (c)  elevation  of 
floors;  (d)  method  of  anchoring  building  to  foundation;  (e)  design  of  drainage 
system  (including  private  sewage  disposal  work);  (f)  occupancy  of  buildings; 

(g)  area  and  depth  of  any  excavation  or  fill,  and  (h)  all  floodproofing  methods 
or  proposals. 

6.  DETERMINATION  OF  LEVELS.  For  the  purpose  of  this  section,  the  term 
“high  water  level”  refers  to  the  maximum  elevation  of  standing  or  flowing 
water  on  any  particular  premises  during  seasonal  or  periodic  flooding,  usually 
but  not  confined  to  a  minimum  of  a  one-hundred  (100)  year  interval  storm, 
and  shall  include  all  data  available  from  any  government  agency  or  body.  Where 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Planning  Board,  engineering  studies  are  needed  to  deter¬ 
mine  the  high  water  level  on  a  particular  premises  and/or  the  effect  of  a  pro¬ 
posed  building,  structure,  or  grading  on  flood  flow,  natural  safety  of  any 
building  or  structure,  such  engineering  study(ies)  shall  be  at  the  expense  of  the 
petitioner.  The  establishment  of  a  wetlands  and  a  floodplain  protection  district 
hereunder  shall  not  constitute  a  representation  that  all  land  outside  of  said 
district  will  be  free  from  flooding. 
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7.  The  areas  placed  on  the  wetlands  and  floodplain  protection  districts  are  shown 
on  the  flood  boundary  and  floodway  map  and  are  the  major  wetlands  areas  in 
the  Town.  The  following  are  100-year  flood  levels  at  various  locations  defined 
in  Braintree’s  flood  insurance  study  (December,  1977)  and  are  based  on 
natural  geodetic  vertical  datum:

D.  Administration. 


1.  The  Planning  Board  shall  obtain  and  maintain  complete  and  accurate  records  of 
issuance  of  special  permits,  including  records  of  elevation  and  floodproofing 
levels  for  all  new  or  substantially  improved  structures,  whether  or  not  such 
structures  contain  a  basement. 

2.  The  Planning  Board  shall  require  the  developers  (at  their  expense)  to  provide  as 
built  and  floodproofing  certifications  by  a  registered  professional  engineer,  to 
all  requirements  of  this  by-law.  Such  certifications  shall  be  in  conformance  with 
the  requirements  of  the  Federal  Insurance  Administration  Rules  and  Regulations, 
Title  24,  C.F.R.  Chapter  10,  Subchapter  B,  Section  1910.3  (c)  (4). 

3.  The  Planning  Board  shall  notify  all  adjacent  communities  and  the  Massachusetts 
Division  of  Water  Resources  prior  to  the  alteration  of  or  relocation  of  any  river 
or  watercourse  and  shall  submit  copies  of  notification  to  the  Federal  Insurance 
Administration.  The  Planning  Board  shall  also  assure  that  the  flood-carrying 
capacity  within  the  altered  or  relocated  portion  of  any  watercourse  is  main¬ 
tained.

That  Section  C.2  “Special  Permit  Required”  be  amended  by  adding  at  the  end  of  said 
section  the  following  sentence-Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  this  section,  no  such  special 
permit  shall  be  required  to  restore  a  building  or  structure  which  has  been  damaged  by  fire  or 
other  cause  to  its  condition  prior  to  said  damage,  and  such  restoration  shall  be  permitted  in 
the  flood  plain.

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REPORTS 


REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


The  wheels  of  government  in  Braintree  continued  to  move  forward  progressively 
during  calendar  year  1978.  A  variety  of  matters  of  profound  importance  to  all  the  citizens 
of  this  community  were  deliberated  in  the  course  of  scores  of  public  meetings. 

The  part  of  women  in  government  was  exemplified  in  the  March  election  when  Saran 
Gillies,  waging  a  vigorous  campaign,  became  the  first  woman  to  be  elected  to  the  Town’s 
top  administrative  office. 

Anthony  J.  Mollica  won  his  second  three-year  term  and  passed  on  his  chairman’s 
gavel  to  John  D.  Keefe  who  was  designated  the  Board’s  leader  at  the  reorganization  follow¬ 
ing  the  elections. 

Headlining  the  activities  of  1978  was  the  “Blizzard  of  ‘78”  with  the  Selectmen  taking 
definitive  action  in  imposing  a  ban  on  the  sale  of  alcoholic  beverages  during  evening  hours, 
restricting  vehicular  use  throughout  the  Town,  creating  a  bus  shuttle  service  between  the 
plaza  and  Boston  and  taking  an  active  part  in  winning  federal  funds  to  support  the  stagger¬ 
ing  costs  of  street  clearing. 

The  burgeoning  MBTA  system  continued  to  require  extensive  discussions  with  the 
Board’s  technical  advisory  committee.  Problems  with  acquiring  pedestrian  access  to  the 
Quincy  Adams  Station,  completion  of  access  roads  to  and  around  the  Braintree  Station, 
the  Ivory  Street  Extension  to  Plain  and  eventually  to  Peach  Street  remained  unresolved  at 
the  year’s  end. 

Selectmen  moved  forward  with  improved  methods  of  internal  cost  and  budgetary 
controls  with  the  appointment  of  Arthur  Andersen  &  Company  to  perform  the  first  annual 
audit  by  a  private  certified  public  accounting  firm.  In  addition,  the  Board  heard  a  master 
plan  for  implementing  more  extensive  electronic  data  processing  in  a  report  and  recommenda¬ 
tions  developed  by  Kopsco  Associates,  an  independent  organization  dealing  with  both  com¬ 
puter  software  and  hardware.  A  sequel  to  this  presentation  was  the  formation  of  a  Data 
Processing  Advisory  Board  which  will  prepare  a  report  for  the  1979  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

The  value  and  the  importance  of  the  Braintree  Incinerator  became  increasingly  apparent 
during  the  year  when  extensive  testing  of  particulate  emission  resulted  in  performance  ap¬ 
proval  from  the  Department  of  Environmental  Quality  Engineering  and  from  the  Environ¬ 
mental  Protection  Agency.  The  success  of  the  1976/1977  renovation  and  modernization 
program  was  emulated  by  the  success  of  the  1978  testing  program  and  more  particularly 
observed  with  income  from  steam  sales  and  tipping  fees  in  excess  of  $100,000  during  the  six 
months  period  July  to  December.  Further  discussions  and  observations  dealing  with  a  new 
process  known  as  Pyro-magnetics  appeared  to  be  the  ultimate  solution  of  the  presently  criti¬ 
cal  problems  with  residue  disposal. 

Another  renovations  program  that  of  extensive  construction  improvements  at  Town 
Hall  did  not  fare  quite  as  well.  The  corporation  which  won  the  contract  for  the  work  under  a 
public  bidding  procedure,  the  C.M.C.A.  Corporation,  went  out  of  business  in  1978  prior  to 
the  completion  of  the  job.  Still  remaining  to  be  completed  at  year’s  end  were  ramps  for  the 
use  of  the  disabled  to  the  ground  floor  and  to  the  main  floor  level  of  the  building  plus  a 
lengthy  punch  list  of  uncompleted  and  unsatisfactory  items.  The  company  holding  the  per¬ 
formance  bond  for  the  work,  following  several  meetings  in  December,  has  contracted  to 
move  forward  to  bring  the  program  to  a  satisfactory  conclusion. 

Actions  involving  internal  and  external  complaints  with  the  Police  Department  re¬ 
sulted  in  a  number  of  lengthy  hearings  before  the  Selectmen.  Additionally,  during  the  year, 
eight  new  patrolmen  were  appointed,  two  men  were  promoted  to  sergeant  and  the  year 
witnessed  the  resignation  of  one  man  and  the  appointment  of  another  to  the  staff  executive 
position,  an  administrative  function  designed  to  assist  the  Chief  in  departmental  operations. 
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The  long  existing  Five  Corners  traffic  configuration  was  deliberated  during  several 
sessions  with  representatives  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works.  Conceptual  plans  for  the 
overpassing  of  West  Street  westerly  onto  Granite  Street  involving  the  dead  ending  of  West 
Street  easterly  and  a  circular  passage  around  the  present  location  of  the  Five  Corners  Res¬ 
taurant  for  vehicles  moving  north  on  Granite  Street  were  displayed  by  the  D.P.W.  as  a  work¬ 
able  although  expensive  long  range  solution.  A  Route  37  tunnel  concept  advanced  by  Chief 
Polio  and  a  possible  signalization  proposal  advanced  by  the  Armstrong  Cork  Company  and 
the  South  Shore  Chamber  of  Commerce  appeared  to  be  viable  alternatives  for  ultimate  de¬ 
cisions  during  1979. 

In  conjunction  with  the  appointment  of  Frank  Marinelli  as  a  new  Building  Inspector 
in  September,  the  Board  authorized  the  establishment  of  a  committee  to  reorganize  the  in¬ 
spection  department  with  a  view  toward  centralizing  all  inspections  in  one  department  and 
studying  the  economics  of  creating  an  “assistant’s”  position  and  strengthening  clerical  sup¬ 
port  by  funding  on  a  five  day  basis. 

Only  one  special  Town  Meeting  was  called  by  the  Selectmen  during  1978  in  addition 
to  the  routine  “special”  held  in  conjunction  with  the  annual  Town  Meeting  in  May. 

However,  deliberations  in  the  May  special  and  annual  required  seven  sessions  before 
final  adjournment  on  May  15th.  The  principal  discussion  during  the  May  “special”  was  the 
passage  of  an  amended  Wetlands  and  Flood  Plain  Protection  District.  In  addition  to  a  variety 
of  adjustments  enabling  Town  departments  to  complete  the  fiscal  period  within  their  annual 
budgetary  constraints,  funds  were  appropriated  for  the  construction  by  the  Highway  De¬ 
partment  of  sidewalks  on  Liberty  Street. 

The  annual  Town  Meeting  debates  authorized  the  question  of  the  establishment  of  a 
Department  of  Public  Works  to  be  a  binding  referendum  on  the  election  ballot  in  March, 
1979.  This  session  also  established  the  positions  of  Environmental  and  Planning  Coordinator, 
Systems  Analyst  for  the  Accounting  Department  and  Switchboard  Operator/ Receptionist 
although  Town  Meeting  members  denied  the  funding  for  the  latter  two  classifications. 

One  additional  “special”  was  called  by  the  Board  in  June  for  the  main  purpose  of 
considering  extensive  amendments  to  the  Town’s  Zoning  By-Laws.  Following  a  plethora 
of  amendments  to  the  proposed  control  law,  the  proposal  was  unanimously  voted  and 
ninety  days  later  won  the  approval  of  the  Attorney  General.  Other  matters  considered  during 
the  two-day  session  was  the  revaluation  of  management  employees  as  proposed  by  the 
Personnel  Board,  improvements  including  sidewalks  for  the  High  School  Access  Road  and 
funds  required  for  the  completion  of  design  work  for  the  River  Street  Bridge. 

Two  rooms  within  the  Town  Hall  were  memorialized  in  honor  of  deceased  Town 
officials.  The  Selectmen’s  Meeting  Room  on  the  second  floor  was  named  the  Carl  R.  Johnson, 
Jr.  Memorial  Chambers  and  the  ground  floor  conference  room  was  denoted  as  the  Albion 
Fletcher  Memorial  Conference  Room.  Suitable  plaques  acknowledging  this  action  will  be 
erected  at  appropriate  locations. 

Selectmen  wish  to  acknowlege  with  deep  appreciation  for  their  many  years  of  service 
to  the  community  the  retirements  of  Arthur  Lucas  as  Wire  Inspector,  Calvin  Young  as  As¬ 
sessor,  Irene  Embree,  Assistant  Town  Treasurer;  Rosamond  Morris,  Assistant  Town  Account¬ 
ant;  Gertrude  McSheffrey  of  the  Town  Clerk’s  Office;  Joseph  Frazier,  Building  Inspector.

SUMMARY 


This  year  has  brought  forth  many  positive  changes  to  this  department. 

First  and  foremost  was  the  filling  of  our  complement  in  the  rank  of  patrolman.  This 
was  done  by  the  appointments  of  a  healthy  cross-section  of  both  local  residents  and  ex¬ 
perienced  lateral  transfers. 

The  next  step  was  the  appointment  of  two  (2)  new  Sergeants,  thereby  filling  our 
allotted  number  in  that  particular  rank,  as  it  relates  to  the  uniformed  branch.  Hopefully, 
two  (2)  Lieutenants  shall  be  appointed  within  the  next  few  months  to  fill  that  void  in  our 
authorized  strength. 


It  is  critical  that  we  are  manned  at  our  authorized  strength;  the  workload,  at  full 
strength,  is  more  than  we  can  effectively  handle.  This  department  must  add  to  its  comple¬ 
ment  in  the  area  of  juvenile  work,  traffic  control,  crime  prevention,  and  the  bolstering  of 
our  uniformed  personnel  on  the  street.  It  is  not  suggested  that  this  be  done  in  one  fell 
swoop;  but,  moreso,  in  the  manner  that  we  have  always  approached  it,  taking  into  con¬ 
sideration  priorities,  the  state  of  the  economy,  and  gradual  increases  in  those  areas  of  public 
safety.  The  utilization,  to  the  fullest,  of  our  current  complement  is  paramount;  and  the 
expeditious  and  economic  deployment  of  support  services  is  tantamount. 

I  extend  my  heartfelt  thanks  to  the  officers  of  this  department,  and  all  the  men  and 
women  who  make  up  our  support  services.  My  gratitude  is  also  extended  for  the  coopera¬ 
tion  of  town  boards  and  departments,  and  especially  those  individuals  that  have  made  a 
true  and  earnest  effort  to  try  to  understand,  in  a  very  troubled  and  complex  society,  where 
we  are  coming  from  and  what  we  are  all  about.

Fire  losses  totaled  $285,009.32  in  properties  with  a  total  assessed  valuation  of 
$941,600.00. 

In-Service  inspections  were  made  this  year  of  new  and  old  occupancies  with  special 
attention  paid  to  “retail  stores”  during  the  Christmas  Season. 

The  required  inspection  of  schools,  churches,  hospitals,  nursing  homes,  and  liquor 
establishments  for  the  Licensing  Authority  were  also  made  this  year. 

In  1978,  we  distributed  2,478  booklets,  “Fire  In  Your  Home,  How  To  Prevent  It, 
How  To  Survive  It”  to  all  elementary  school  children  in  Braintree. 

Town  residents  should  be  aware  that  a  building  permit  is  required  by  the  Building 
Department  for  installation  of  solid  fuel  stoves. 

In  1978  the  Fire  Alarm  Division  ran  a  total  of  5,875  feet  of  C  wire,  300  feet  of  20 
conductor  wire,  (underground)  3,325  feet  of  7  conductor  wire,  200  feet  of  4  conductor 
wire,  (underground)  and  400  feet  of  underground  wire.  Five  new  Master  Boxes  and  ten 
Street  Boxes  were  installed. 

Eighteen  members  of  the  Department  are  Registered  Emergency  Medical  Tech¬ 
nicians. 

Twenty-eight  firefighters  were  injured  while  on  duty  during  1978.

In  accordance  with  our  By-Laws,  I  submit,  herewith,  a  report  of  the  operations  of 
the  Town  Clerk’s  Office  during  the  calendar  year  1978. 

The  business  transacted  during  the  calendar  year  1978  amounted  to  $34,095.95,  a 
decrease  of  $1,796.25  over  last  year.  This  is  well  over  double  the  amount  it  was  in  1967, 
the  year  I  became  your  Town  Clerk.  This  tremendous  increase  only  partially  reflects  the 
increase  in  work  load  as  most  of  the  services  we  perform  do  not  involve  income.  In  spite  of 
increased  services  and  increased  volume,  we  are  still  operating  the  Town  Clerk  and  Registra¬ 
tion  office  with  only  four  persons  including  myself.

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LIBRARY  DIRECTOR’S  REPORT  1978 


The  Thayer  Public  Library’s  104th  year  of  service  witnessed  the  flourishing  of  posi¬ 
tive  change  and  improvement.  Upon  my  arrival  as  the  new  Director,  the  Administration 
and  the  Board  of  Trustees,  initiated  a  new  era  of  library  development  based  on  analysis  of 
community  needs.  A  refreshing  ambience  of  open  dialogue  has  been  established  with  staff, 
Board  and  patrons.  In  this  atmosphere  of  enthusiasm  and  positiveness,  a  flowering  of 
productivity  has  begun  at  Thayer  Public  Library. 

The  Books  On  Wheels  service  has  been  made  more  accessible  to  all  our  patrons 
through  increases  in  the  number  of  stops  and  hours.  In  fact,  the  Summer  Van  program 
more  than  doubled  its  circulation,  from  2,902  in  1977  to  6,039  in  1978.  Nursing  home  and 
homebound  program s  increased  from  8,089  in  1977  to  9,314  in  1978.  Further,  Books  On 
Wheels  outreach  service  was  also  made  available  to  the  288  families  of  Skyline  Drive  Apart¬ 
ments.  This  increase  in  circulation  is  also  the  direct  result  of  the  personalized  and  dedicated 
services  of  Victoria  Campbell,  Circulation  Librarian,  Mary  Post,  Elaine  Seaquist,  and  Laura 
Sacchetti. 

Young  Adult  Department  circulation  figures  showed  an  increase  of  more  than  1,000 
over  the  1977  YA  circulation  count,  indicating  that  this  collection  is  receiving  more  and 
more  use  from  the  Town’s  young  adult  age  group,  both  in  recreational  reading  and  materials 
used  for  school  assignments.  Increased  emphasis  was  placed  on  the  provision  of  specialized 
resources  for  the  YA  collection,  such  as  career  monographs,  popular  music  recordings,  and 
Vital  History  cassettes.  Of  the  young  adult  programs  presented  in  1978,  Career  Day  and 
Cash  for  College  were  the  most  successful.  Special  thanks  is  extended  to  the  following  indi¬ 
viduals:  Tigran  Schach,  who  is  going  into  his  third  year  of  conducting  the  weekly  meetings 
of  the  Chess  Qub;  local  astrologer,  Walter  Dybik,  for  his  program  on  this  subject;  and  to 
Laura  Sacchetti,  Young  Adult  Librarian,  for  her  competent  services  and  genuine  concern  for 
young  persons. 

Children’s  services  at  Main  Library  were  conducted,  in  the  absence  of  a  Librarian,  by 
Senior  Library  Assistant  Kathleen  Houghton,  who  has  since  relocated  to  Georgia.  Many 
thanks  to  her  for  a  job  well  done  and  a  warm  welcome  to  Janet  Marie  Schaefer,  the  new 
Children’s  Librarian.  Several  fine  children’s  programs  were  presented  in  the  past  year.  Pre¬ 
school  Screening  information  sessions,  concerning  the  detection  of  learning  disabilities, 
were  conducted  by  Sheilah  Cradler,  Janelle  Brady  and  Kristin  Brameld  and  the  rest  of  the 
preschool  staff  of  the  Lakeside  School.  Story  Hours  were  begun  in  October  by  Janet  Schaef¬ 
er,  who  also  initiated  unique  programs,  such  as,  the  Halloween  Black  Magic  Cooking  Party 
and  Secret  Code  Writing  sessions.  In  addition,  the  Thayer  House  Project,  consisting  of  a 
library  tour  and  a  visit  to  the  historic  Thayer  House,  was  held  each  Monday,  from  Septem¬ 
ber  to  March,  for  fifth  grade  pupils  of  the  Braintree  School  System.  St.  Francis  of  Assisi 
pupils  also  visited  the  Library  weekly  to  work  on  projects. 

In  keeping  with  the  new  Administration’s  intention  to  respond  more  effectively  to 
patron  needs,  new  and  improved  adult  programming  and  services  were  implemented.  Be¬ 
ginning  November  1,  passes  to  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  in  Boston  were  made  available  to 
the  public,  without  extra  charge,  as  a  continuing  service.  Speed  Reading  was  also  offered  for 
the  first  time  in  July.  Life  Goes  to  the  Movies,  a  film  series  presented  throughout  Novem¬ 
ber,  was  heavily  attended.  The  traditional  annual  book  sale  was  combined  with  activities  for 
the  whole  family,  including  a  cake  sale,  and  became  a  Family  Fun  Festival.  Special  thanks 
to  Doris  Canavan,  Library  Board  Trustee;  Allan  Barnett,  President  of  the  Friends  of  the 
Library ;  and  the  many  friends  and  volunteers  who  made  the  Festival  a  huge  success. 

A  new  policy  was  implemented  to  provide  institutional  library  cards  to  agencies  and 
businesses  in  Braintree.  Special  attention  was  placed  on  service  to  the  handicapped  and  an 
exhibit  of  talking  book  materials  and  equipment,  called  “Reading  is  for  Everyone”,  was 
shown  throughout  November.  The  popular  Armchair  Traveller’s  series  continued  in  1978; 
and,  appreciation  is  extended  to  the  speakers  who  participated  in  these  slide  programs  and 
to  the  Assistant  Director,  Margaret-Anne  Myers,  who  served  as  coordinator.  Film  programs 
increased  92%  in  1978.  In  fact,  the  Library’s  excellent  programming  was  attested  to  by  the 
fact  that  the  community  rooms  were  used  for  541  meetings  in  1978.  Special  thanks  to 
Eleanor  Doherty  for  coordinating  the  use  of  the  community  rooms. 
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The  new  emphasis  on  meaningful  service  resulted  in  the  development  of  a  home  im¬ 
provement  collection  called,  “Easi-Bild”.  Value  Line  Investment  Survey,  a  weekly  business 
publication  evaluating  over  1,600  stocks,  was  added;  and,  new  fiction  was  ordered  following 
a  moratorium  of  over  one  year.  Despite  these  singular  advances,  the  Library’s  book  collec¬ 
tion  is  deficient  in  most  subject  areas.  In  fact,  the  entire  collection  is  16,000  volumes  below 
national  standards  for  children’s  literature  and  the  average  price  for  new  hardcover  chil¬ 
dren’s  books  increased  almost  92%  during  the  past  ten  years. 

In  order  to  accommodate  reader  demands  for  needed  materials,  which  could  not  be 
provided  by  the  inadequacies  of  the  Library’s  book  collection,  an  inordinate  reliance  was 
placed  upon  interlibrary  loan  -  the  happenstance  borrowing  of  materials  from  other 
libraries.  With  holdings  of  print  volumes  per  capita  that  are  almost  one-third  below  the 
state  average  for  libraries  serving  comparable  populations,  Thayer  Public  Library  had  one  of 
the  highest  interlibrary  loan  (I.L.L.)  rates  in  the  region.  Over  the  past  five  years,  the  volume 
of  I.L.L.  has  increased  56%,  based  on  1978  figures  and  the  1976  projected  growth  curve,  or 
a  rate  of  1 1.5%  per  year.  This  inordinately  high  increase  cannot  be  handled  by  the  Inter- 
library  Loan  Department,  which  is  currently  staffed  by  a  CETA  employee  whose  service 
grant  expires  in  two  months.  A  concomitant  feature  of  increased  interlibrary  loans  is  addi¬ 
tional  sending  of  overdue  notices  and  bills,  which  increased  by  4,193.  An  average  of  48.5 
hours  each  week  is  spent  by  staff  members  on  important  and  difficult  library  activity.  Con¬ 
gratulations  to  Barbara  Anderson,  Bertha  Sacchetti,  Marian  Burgess,  Donna  Schiller,  Penny 
Dowd,  and  Susan  Purpura  for  a  job  well  done. 

The  need  for  improved  resources  was  made  evident  by  an  almost  53%  increase  in 
usage  of  the  Library’s  Braintree  Historical  Collection.  In  fact,  visitors  came  from  Texas, 
Colorado,  Oklahoma,  and  even  Braintree  England  to  use  the  collection  under  the  helpful 
guidance  of  Reference  Librarian,  Katalin  Nagy.  Also,  copies  made  on  the  Reference  Depart¬ 
ment’s  microfilm  reader/printer,  especially  from  Braintree  newspapers,  increased  over 
107%.  The  recent  donation  of  a  scanning  lens  for  the  reader/printer,  by  the  Braintree 
Women  of  Rotary,  will  greatly  improve  use  of  the  microfilm  collection. 

Increased  usage  occurred  at  the  Braintree  Highlands  Branch,  where  circulation  of 
materials  increased  almost  42%.  The  more  than  6,000  patrons  visiting  this  branch  are 
denied  adequate  materials,  reader  seats,  or  even  parking  due  to  the  facility’s  location  in  a 
tiny  outbuilding  of  the  Highlands  Fire  Department.  Branch  Librarian,  Cynthia  Entwistle  is 
further  hindered  in  serving  the  area’s  many  children  due  to  lack  of  even  a  small  room  for 
program  presentations,  such  as  Story  Hour.  Despite  the  inadequacies  of  the  Braintree  High¬ 
lands  Branch,  parents  and  children  were  at  least  furnished  a  glimpse  of  what  Ms.  Entwistle 
could  accomplish,  given  an  adequate  facility,  by  her  “Charlie  Brown  Summer  Reading 
Club”  and  craft  workshops. 

The  fine  facility  of  the  Watson  Park  Branch  continued  to  be  the  center  of  activity 
for  that  area.  One  hundred  children  completed  the  Summer  Reading  Club.  Many  other  pro¬ 
grams  were  conducted,  such  as  a  production  of  “Star  Wars”,  Chaikin  Contest,  two  summer 
craft  workshops,  and  nine  film  programs.  Preschool  Story  Hours  were  held  with  the  co¬ 
operation  of  the  Braintree  Point  Woman’s  Club.  Special  appreciation  deservedly  goes  to 
Mrs.  Joseph  F.  Feeney,  Mrs.  Joseph  Spano  and  Mrs.  Morris  Cristoforo  for  their  participation 
in  these  successful  Story  Hours.  Programs  and  services  to  children  have  been  carried  on  by 
Donna  Schiller,  who  replaced  Linda  Hart.  A  warm  welcome  is  extended  to  Mrs.  Schiller  and 
much  good  fortune  is  wished  Ms.  Hart  as  she  attends  the  University  of  Hawaii.  Special  recog¬ 
nition  is  given  Branch  Librarian  Sally  Nightingale,  who  is  much  loved  by  all  at  Watson  Park, 
and  to  Penny  Dowd  and  Barbara  Holzman  for  their  warm,  friendly  personalized  service. 
Total  circulation  for  both  Branches,  Watson  Park  and  Braintree  Highlands,  increased  by 
5,020  in  1978. 

Successful  operation  of  the  Library  and  its  branches  in  1978  was  greatly  enhanced  by 
the  following  civic-minded  individuals  and  organizations:

BUILDING  CONNECTIONS 

There  were  114  sewer  connections  completed  during  the  year,  amounting  to 
21,944.72.  86  of  these  were  done  by  private  contractors  under  the  supervision  of  the  Sewer 
Department. 

MAINTENANCE 

There  were  10  stoppages  in  our  main  lines,  due  to  tree  roots,  grease  buildup,  stones 
and  other  objects. 
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Again  this  year  as  in  past  years,  senseless  acts  of  vandalism  are  still  occurring  at 
pumping  stations  and  sewer  manholes. 

The  department  received  135  calls  for  building  stoppages.  116  of  these  were  due  to 
tree  roots,  grease  buildup  and  other  obstacles.  19  calls  were  internal  plumbing  problems. 

Several  times  during  the  year,  loss  of  power  and  other  problems  at  our  pumping  sta¬ 
tions  occurred,  thus  causing  sewers  to  back  up  into  homes. 

In  closing,  the  commissioners  and  department  head  express  our  sincere  appreciation 
and  thanks  for  the  cooperation  and  assistance  received  from  all  town  departments.  Also, 
to  the  loyal  and  efficient  employees  of  the  department.

The  Braintree  Industrial  &  Business  Development  Commission,  through  William  G. 
Brooks,  Chairman,  states  that  the  year  1978  was  again  one  of  the  348-year  old  Town’s 
greatest  growth  years.  The  dollar  value  of  the  558  building  permits  issued  by  Building  Inspec¬ 
tor  Joseph  H.  Frazier  in  7  months  and  Frank  V.  Marinelli  in  6  months  amounted  to 
$9,848,008  to  exceed  the  1977  figure  of  $8,666,177  by  $1,181,831. 

The  Braintree  Board  of  Assessors  announced  that  the  tax  rate  for  1978  would  be 
$44.50  per  $1,000.00  valuation  figured  at  100%  valuation.  The  tax  rate  for  1976  and  1977 
was  $40.00. 

The  breakdown  of  building  permits  for  residential  and  business  and  industry  was  al¬ 
most  identical  as  follows:  residential  buildings  and  additions  $3,402,633  and  apartments 
$1,320,000  for  a  total  of  $4,320,000.  Industry  $1,074,000,  Business  $2,742,660  and  Non- 
Residential  $943,715  for  a  total  of  $4,700,375.  Private  Schools  $300,000  and  Water  De¬ 
partment  Town  of  Braintree  $65,000. 

Building  permits  for  new  residential  homes  were  the  largest  in  10  years  since  1968  as 
follows:  1978,  85;  1977,  80;  1976,  70;  1975,  65;  1974,  45;  1973,  52;  1972,  58;  1971,  80; 
1970,  52;  1969,  81  and  1968,  127. 

Some  of  the  Major  Building  Permits  Issued  in  1978 

1.  For  the  third  year  the  South  Shore  Plaza  Shopping  Center  announced  large  expansion 
and  addition  programs  with  33  store  projects  for  a  total  of  $2,084,260  in  1978.  The  past 
two  years,  1976  and  1977,  41  stores  were  expanded  or  changed  and  the  open  spaces  between 
stores  were  closed  in  with  an  expenditure  of  $2,864,150.  Thus,  the  Plaza  in  three  years  has 
spent  $4,948,510.00.  The  new  Lord  &  Taylor  building  with  a  building  permit  for  $1,625,000 
still  under  construction,  was  the  largest  Plaza  single  expansion  store.  Ground  breaking  took 
place  on  May  26,  1978.

REPORT  OF  THE  WEYMOUTH-BRAINTREE 
REGIONAL  RECREATION  CONSERVATION  DISTRICT 


In  accordance  with  the  By-Laws  of  the  Town,  the  Board  of  Commissioners  hereby 
submit  this  report. 

The  year  1978  was  a  most  productive  one  for  the  District: 

1.  Changed  the  meeting  place  from  the  D.P.W.  building  at  120  Winter  St.,  Wey¬ 
mouth  to  the  new  District  building  at  470  Liberty  Street,  Braintree. 

2.  The  trailer  (old  headquarters)  has  been  renovated  and  is  now  the  Outdoor  Edu¬ 
cation  Center. 

3.  Named  Robert  J.  Kenney  Chairman  Pro-Tern  due  to  sudden  illness  of  Salvatore 
R.  Garlisi. 

4.  Hired  an  assistant  Ranger  and  an  Outdoor  Education  Supervisor. 

5.  A  HUD  grant  has  been  allocated  through  the  Town  of  Weymouth  to  build  a  road 
and  parking  lot  on  the  Weymouth  side  in  the  amount  of  $1 1,500.  This  project  was  com¬ 
pleted  in  July. 

6.  Completed  setting  up  the  following  sub-committees:  Construction  and  Develop¬ 
ment;  Conservation  and  Recreation  and  Publicity. 

7.  Effected  substantial  involvement  by  the  Weymouth  D.P.W. ;  attended  Braintree/ 
Weymouth  Town  Meetings  and  submitted  maintenance  and  operational  budgets  to  both 
towns  and  met  with  respective  Boards  of  Selectmen. 

8.  Conducted  semi-annual  inspection  with  the  Corps  of  Engineers  to  the  satisfaction 
of  both  parties. 

9.  Obtained  appointments  of  park  employees  as  Special  Police  officers  for  both 

towns. 

10.  Applied  and  was  successfully  awarded  an  $82,115  CETA  Special  Project  grant. 
This  grant  was  designed  to  increase  the  Outdoor  Education  and  development  projects  at 
Pond  Meadow  Park.  During  the  year  we  provided  meaningful  and  productive  employment 
for  13  CETA  employees  and  7  summer  Youth  Corps  workers.  Many  school  children  of 
Weymouth  and  Braintree  were  afforded  the  opportunity  to  take  advantage  of  the  many 
ecological  programs  offered  by  the  Park.  More  than  8000  children,  adults  and  Senior 
Citizens  participated  in  the  many  programs  available. 

11.  New  signs,  display  and  map  cases  have  been  constructed  and  erected. 

12.  Set  up  an  inter-park  communication  system. 

13.  259  children  attended  our  free  day  camp. 

14.  A  skating  shelter  has  been  built. 

15.  A  greenhouse  has  been  built  behind  the  District  Building. 

16.  Initiated  a  “Leaf  Recycling  Program”  which  was  very  successful. 

17.  A  trail  for  the  blind  and  handicapped  is  in  the  planning  stages. 

18.  Establishing  a  gift  shop  is  in  the  planning  stages. 
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19.  We  have  applied  for  a  new  CETA  project  for  1979.  Total  expected  funding  of 
$268,000. 

20.  At  our  annual  ^organizational  meeting  held  November  14,  1978,  Robert  J. 
Kenney  was  elected  Chairman,  Normand  E.  LaMontagne  was  elected  Clerk  and  Richard  B. 
Killian  was  elected  Treasurer. 

On  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners,  we  would  like  to  thank  all  Town  Depart¬ 
ments  for  their  very  able  assistance  and  cooperation,  enabling  the  District  to  achieve  the 
results  that  we  have  had  to  date.

for  1978  showed  a  very  modest  increase  of  about  .77%. 


FUEL 

The  Department’s  use  of  fuel  this  year  was  minimized  by  purchases  of  readily  avail¬ 
able  capacity  and  energy  from  outside  the  Town.  This  was  done  in  order  to  keep  the  ul¬ 
timate  cost  to  our  customers  at  a  minimum.  The  largest  purchase  came  from  the  Canal  II 
via  New  Bedford  G.  &  E.  and  supplied  60%  of  the  Town’s  annual  requirements  saving  our 
rate  payers  an  estimated  $700,000.00.  Our  life  of  plant  ownership  in  Maine  and  Vermont 
Yankees  supplied  approximately  12%  this  year  with  an  estimated  savings  of  $325,000.00 
over  the  Department’s  generation  cost.  We  will  continue  to  take  advantage  of  such  pur¬ 
chases  as  long  as  the  availability  exists.  Present  offerings  extend  only  through  1982,  at 
which  time  the  present  owners  will  require  this  capacity  for  their  own  systems. 

POWER  SUPPLY 

The  Department  is  continually  searching  for  sources  of  lower  cost  power  to  provide 
both  for  the  immediate  and  future  needs  of  the  Town.  Nuclear  capacity  still  appears  to  be 
the  most  viable  source  for  base  load  and,  to  this  end,  the  Department  has  committed  itself 
to  a  17,000  kilowatt  purchase  from  the  Public  Service  Company  of  New  Hampshire’s  Sea- 
brook  plant  through  MMWEC.  An  additional  6,000  kilowatts  will  become  available  to  us 
when  Central  Maine  Power’s  Seal  Island  coal-fired  plant  comes  on  line  in  the  middle  1980’s. 
Provided  construction  is  allowed  to  go  forward,  this  capacity,  in  conjunction  with  that 
presently  owned,  should  provide  an  adequate  power  supply  through  the  1980  period. 

A  cooperative  effort  between  the  Selectmen  and  the  Light  Department  Commis¬ 
sioners  sponsored  a  Feasibility  Study  investigating  conversion  of  the  existing  Incinerator 
to  a  refuse-fired  plant.  Summary  copies  of  this  report  were  made  available  at  this  year’s 
Town  Meeting  and  complete  documents  are  available  at  the  Main  Library,  Town  Hall  and 
Light  Department  office.  The  study  indicates  an  estimated  saving  of  $2,000,000.00  per  year 
to  the  Town’s  electric  users.  This  would  be  an  annual  saving  to  our  average  residential  cus¬ 
tomers  of  about  $50.00  The  initial  investment  is  high,  some  $33,000,000.00,  but  the  long¬ 
term  savings  more  than  justify  these  expenditures.  The  recommendations  in  the  Feasibility 
Study  were  as  follows: 

1.  A  generating  capacity  of  20  MWs  is  reasonable  with  respect  to  the  quantity 
of  refuse  fuel  believed  to  be  available. 

2.  The  project  is  financially  attractive  and  should  not  present  financing  diffi¬ 
culty. 
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3.  Contracting  for  an  adequate  supply  of  refuse  is  a  critical  project  require¬ 
ment.  Competition  for  refuse  as  fuel  does  exist  and  time  is  of  the  essence. 

4.  The  sale  price  determined  in  Section  4  under  Plan  B  does  not  compare  favor¬ 
ably  with  the  offer  the  Town  received  recently. 

5.  BELD  has  the  technical  and  administrative  capability  to  operate  the  new 
facility,  and,  if  the  Town  decides  to  proceed  further  on  construction  of  a 
20  MW  refuse-fired  Power  Plant,  BELD  should  be  designated  as  the  Agency 
to  oversee  construction,  own  and  operate  the  Plant. 

6.  Selling  the  plant  product  (power)  is  inherently  simple  in  Braintree’s  case. 

7.  Facilities  enabling  marketing  (recycling)  residual  constituents  are  expensive 
and  not  warranted  at  this  time. 

The  Department’s  interest  in  this  vital  project  continues  and  we  stand  ready  to  assist  in  its 
implementation. 

OPERATION  PROBLEMS 

Two  unfortunate  occurrences  marred  an  otherwise  good  operating  year.  On  August 
14,  at  approximately  9:00  a.m.,  a  flame  out,  followed  by  an  internal  explosion  occurred  in 
the  gas  turbine  at  Potter  II,  causing  major  structural  damage  to  the  combustor  and  turbine 
blades.  A  most  careful  and  lengthy  investigation  has  determined  the  cause,  and,  in  addi¬ 
tion,  assures  us  that  there  will  not  be  a  similar  problem  occurring  in  the  future.  The  unit  is 
expected  to  be  placed  back  in  service  early  in  1979. 

On  August  18,  our  new  40,000  KVA  transformer  at  the  Middle  Street  Sub-Station 
suffered  an  internal  winding  failure  due  to  a  faulty  tap  changer  operation.  The  main  portion 
of  the  unit,  some  60  tons,  was  moved  to  northern  New  Jersey  for  re-winding.  During  the 
interim,  a  Department-owned  standby  transformer  was  called  upon  to  provide  the  neces¬ 
sary  capacity.  Our  Allen  Street  and  Potter  I  generating  plants  provided  the  necessary  back¬ 
up  during  the  changeover  and  connection  of  the  temporary  unit.  Fast  action  by  dedicated 
Light  Department  employees  kept  the  power  outage  time  to  a  minimum. 

ACCOUNTING 

After  careful  consideration  and  much  deliberation,  the  Department  entered  into  a 
Lease  Purchase  Agreement  and  is  now  programming  its  own  billing  computer.  Removal  of 
40-year  old  obsolete  switchgear  provided  the  necessary  space  in  which  to  build  an  Opera¬ 
tions  and  Computer  Room.  This  continues  the  Department’s  policy  of  making  good  use  of 
our  existing  facilities.  Our  studies  indicated  that  we  could  produce  a  customer  bill  for 
just  slightly  more  than  the  cost  of  the  present  system  during  the  5-year  purchase  period 
and  at  substantial  savings  after  complete  ownership.  In  addition,  many  services  not  previ¬ 
ously  available,  such  as  accounting,  inventory  control,  load  records  and  engineering  studies 
are  now  to  be  had  for  programming  costs. 

The  Braintree  Water  Department  has  been  invited  to  make  use  of  the  unit  for  their 
billing  which  will  be  financially  advantageous  to  both  users.  The  computer  is  expandable 
should  it  become  advisable  for  other  Town  Departments  to  become  involved  in  its  use. 

DISTRIBUTION 

The  operations  section  of  the  new  room  is  now  our  Load  Dispatching  Center  and 
contains  the  new  SCADA  System.  SCADA  stands  for  System  Control  and  Data  Acquisi¬ 
tion  and  is  a  milestone  in  modernizing  the  operations  of  our  electric  distribution  system. 
Continuous  computerized  surveillance  of  all  major  components  comprising  the  system 
allows  central  control  of  Sub-Station  switching,  thereby  improving  service  reliability  and 
reducing  outage  time.  When  the  dispatching  center  is  fully  operational,  it  will  be  possible 
for  one  man  to  observe  and  control  the  Town’s  entire  electric  distribution  system. 
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Transformation  additions  this  year  total  some  4,300  KVA  and  will  add  an  estimated 
12,000,000  kwhrs  to  next  year’s  load.  Work  continues  on  the  first  of  the  two  direct  con¬ 
nections  for  the  M.B.T.A.  and  will  be  operational  in  1979.  Our  load  continues  to  grow 
dramatically  at  South  Shore  Plaza  and,  if  their  present  forecast  comes  to  pass,  an  additional 
supply  cable  will  be  required  within  the  next  two  year  period. 

POWER  INDUSTRY  FUTURE 

It  is  naive  to  think  that  the  electric  growth  in  our  town  or  in  our  country  will  stand 
still.  Conservation  can  only  act  as  a  momentary  stop-gap  -  load  growth  will  continue.  The 
welfare  of  our  town  and  our  nation  is  most  certainly  dependent  on  an  adequate  supply  of 
electric  power.  As  we  rush  belatedly  and  frantically  toward  coal  and  oil  to  supplant  the 
nuclear  energy  we  could  have  had,  one  wonders.  The  experts  tell  us  that  land  use  for  coal 
mining  may  claim  as  much  as  3.6%  of  our  total  area,  sulphur  and  nitrogen  oxide  will  rise 
20%  and  75%  respectively  (even  with  the  best  available  control  technology),  solid  wastes 
will  increase  from  100,000,000  tons  annually  to  700,000,000  tons  while  energy  use  of 
water  will  rise  from  2%  to  10%  of  total  consumption. 

Let  us  hope  that  the  year  1979  is  one  of  careful  and  thoughtful  progress  for  our 
industry.  The  future  growth  of  our  town  and  our  nation  is  dependent  on  this  progress. 

The  decision  must  be  made  and  soon. 

I  am  extremely  grateful  to  the  members  of  the  Municipal  Light  Board  who,  through 
their  many  hours  of  dedicated  service,  provided  guidance  and  good  judgement  that  assures 
the  Department’s  future.  To  the  Braintree  Electric  Light  Department  employees,  who  have 
so  ably  assisted  me  in  the  operation  and  development  of  this  Department,  I  express  my 
sincere  thanks.

REPORT  OF  THE  HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 


Maintenance 

Streets  and  sidewalks  throughout  the  Town  were  cleaned,  the  brush  on  roadways 
cut  back  wherever  necessary.  As  many  catch  basins  as  possible  were  cleaned  out,  and  all 
brooks  and  drains  were  kept  clean  as  were  needed. 

Patching  and  Sidewalk  Repairs 

All  Town  streets  were  patched  wherever  necessary  and  each  section  of  Town  had 
sidewalks  repaired  or  resurfaced.  Fences  and  guardrails  were  replaced  and  painted  where- 
ever  needed. 

Street  Painting 

Crosswalks  at  all  schools  and  business  areas  were  painted  and  to  be  more  effective 
all  crosswalks  were  painted  diagonally. 

Traffic  and  Street  Signs 

All  street  signs,  traffic  and  directional  signs,  were  assembled  by  the  Highway  De¬ 
partment.  Traffic  signs  and  street  painting  must,  from  (1975)  nineteen  seventy  five  on, 
conform  with  the  manual  on  Uniform  Traffic  Control  Devices.  This  manual  sets  forth 
basic  principles  that  govern  the  design  and  usage  of  Traffic  Control  Devices.  Listed  below 
are  the  signs  newly  erected  or  replaced  by  this  Department. 

“No  Parking”  “Keep  Right  w/ Arrow” 

“Dead  End”  “School  Zone” 

“Pedestrian  Crossing”  “Slow  Children” 

Miscellaneous  (Street  Signs)  “Speed  Bumps” 


Snow  Removal 

All  streets,  school  parking  lots,  roadways,  play  areas,  and  Town  public  parking 
were  plowed  and  sanded  as  soon  as  possible.  Salting  and  sanding  begins  on  main  streets, 
business  centers,  hills  and  intersections  as  soon  as  the  snow  covers  the  ground. 

The  January  20,  1978  storm  of  21  inches  was  bad  enough,  but  to  be  hit  with  the 
February  6th  “blizzard  of  78”  was  a  nightmare.  We  were  fortunate  that  the  F.D.A.  paid 
75%  of  the  cost  of  all  contractors  from  February  6th  to  February  11th,  $39,000.  Also,  the 
Army  Corp  of  Engineers  came  to  our  aid  and  paid  all  the  contractors  from  the  10th  of 
February  thru  the  18th  of  February,  $129,000.  The  savings  to  the  Town  was  $168,000. 

I  believe  it  would  be  in  order  to  thank  all  the  Department  heads  that  aided  this 
Department  during  the  February  1978  blizzard;  namely,  Guy  Grey,  Park  Superintendent, 
Bud  Morton,  Park  Foreman,  Joseph  Aiello,  Sewer  Superintendent,  William  Ewing,  Water 
Superintendent,  William  Hedlund,  Organize  Play  Director,  Walter  Kirkland,  Town 
Accountant  and  the  many  people  that  volunteered  their  services.

Braintree  is  in  the  Metropolitan  Air  Pollution  area  and  no  outside  burning  is 
permitted. 
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The  Highway  Department  started  picking  up  leaves  with  three  (3)  leaf  vacs  on 
October  16,  1978  and  as  of  this  writing  we  are  picking  them  up  with  a  loader.  The  whole 
Department  worked  on  leaves  for  10  (ten)  weeks  except  for  doing  small  emergencies  that 
come  up  from  time  to  time.  The  leaves  take  so  much  time  that  it  prevents  this  Department 
from  completing  our  other  projects. 

A  bill  is  being  filed  in  the  State  House  to  allow  the  citizens  of  the  Town  of  Brain¬ 
tree  to  burn  the  leaves  for  the  months  of  October  and  November. 

Mrs.  Eleanor  Reardon  was  appointed  Assistant  Highway  Supt.  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  on  August  28,  1978,  the  first  woman  to  ever  hold  that  position  in  the  history 
of  the  Town  of  Braintree.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CIVIL  DEFENSE  AGENCY 


The  following  report  of  the  Braintree  Civil  Defense  Agency  for  the  year  ending  31 
December  1978  is  submitted  for  inclusion  in  the  Town  Report. 

Regular  meetings  are  held  in  the  rear  level  of  the  Town  Hall,  Thursday  evenings,  be¬ 
tween  7:15  P.M.  and  10:00  P.M. 

The  Blizzard  of  ‘78,  a  case  in  point,  by  which  our  Agency’s  efforts  and  time  spent 
in  exercises  during  our  meetings  establishing  close  cooperation  with  the  Town’s  several 
Departments  in  an  attempt  to  relieve  the  many  tensions  and  strains  this  storm  caused 
proved  successful  and  we,  at  this  time,  express  our  appreciation  to  all  Departments  for  the 
greatness  displayed  during  this  time. 

Our  Headquarters  Staff  continues  to  take  part  in  monthly  briefings  at  the  Area  II 
Headquarters,  located  in  Bridgewater,  for  the  purpose  of  keeping  abreast  of  updated 
methods  and  procedures  in  matters  pertaining  to  CD  responsibilities,  and  new  communica¬ 
tion  rules. 

The  clearing,  designing,  and  construction  of  our  new  headquarters  facility  was  under¬ 
taken  by  our  Colonels  Tinkham,  Mischler  and  Newman  during  early  April  of  1978.  The 
task  seemed  to  be  one  of  insurmountable  odds,  at  the  time,  but  the  dedication  of  these 
three  men  -  with  support  from  A.  A.  Burke,  S.  B.  Tibbets,  R.  W.  Simpson,  W.  G.  Needham 
and  F.  G.  McCarthy,  is  a  credit  to  the  Town  of  Braintree.  The  number  of  labor  hours  do¬ 
nated  to  this  project  to  date  amounts  to  one  thousand  six  hundred  and  forty  two  (1642). 
We  must  not  leave  out  the  most  welcomed  aid  of  the  school  maintenance  section,  and  that 
of  our  Cemetery  Department,  which  eased  considerably  some  of  the  heavy  moves  we  faced. 
Our  complement  of  the  entire  communication  section  also  played  an  important  part  in  this 
move. 


Much  of  the  construction  materials  we  had  to  work  with  were  donated  by  a  local, 
friendly  industrial  company,  and  a  few  friends  of  the  Civil  Defense  Agency.  Administrative 
hours  worked:  780.  Equipment  Maintenance  hours  worked:  602. 

New  equipment  received  this  year  was  a  T/4-ton  truck  which  has  been  turned  over  to 
the  Park  Department  for  their  use  as  well  as  a  support  unit  for  snow  plowing,  as  and  when 
required.  This  vehicle  shall  be  equipped  with  a  two-way  radio  donated  by  several  friends  of 
the  Civil  Defense  Agency. 

Our  CB  radio  equipment  is  to  be  manned  by  REACT,  a  unit  that  has  extended  a 
friendly  hand  to  us  in  event  of  any  catastrophic  situation.  This  unit,  as  well  as  several 
friendly  and  dedicated  citizens  of  the  Town,  lent  their  time  in  addition  to  indicating  that 
they  stand  ready  to  be  of  assistance  should  the  time  of  need  arise  again.  We  have  compiled 
a  roster  of  names  of  these  dedicated  persons  and  are  grateful  to  all  who  indicated  their  in¬ 
tent  to  stand  by  should  a  future  need  arise. 

At  this  writing  our  new  headquarters  is  not  completed.  However,  it  is  operational  and 
ready  to  go  in  any  event  that  may  arise.  What  remains  to  be  done  is  mostly  trim  and  dress¬ 
ing  which  does  not  affect  our  ability  to  perform.  Our  former  headquarters  that  was  located 
in  the  basement  of  the  Water  Department  Building,  has  been  returned  to  that  Department 
for  their  planned  usage. 
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We  are  in  need  of  additional  personnel  in  our  agency.  Those  who  may  be  active  and 
could  spare  a  few  hours  a  month  to  assist  in  clerical,  typing  and  filing,  would  be  of  great  aid 
and  deeply  appreciated.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  BRAINTREE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

1978 


As  your  elected  representatives  the  School  Committee  is  pleased  to  submit  this 
Annual  Report  for  1978,  which  presents  a  brief  summary  of  a  few  of  the  great  variety  of 
issues  and  policies  pertaining  to  the  Braintree  Public  Schools. 

SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

In  March,  Mrs.  Margherita  A.  Grabosky  was  re-elected  to  a  three-year  term  on  the 
School  Committee;  Mr.  Paul  J.  McGaffigan  was  elected  to  a  three-year  term;  and  Mrs. 

Janice  Amorosino  was  elected  to  a  one-year  term. 

At  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Braintree  School  Committee,  which  was  held  on 
March  13,  1978,  the  School  Committee  elected  for  the  current  year:  Mrs.  Margherita  A. 
Grabosky,  Chairman  of  the  Braintree  School  Committee;  Mr.  Alfred  W.  Varraso,  Vice  Chair¬ 
man;  and  Mr.  Thomas  J.  MacDonald,  Recording  Secretary.  Serving  with  them  on  the  School 
Committee  were  Mrs.  Janice  Amorosino,  Mr.  Roger  W.  Arnold,  Mrs.  Elizabeth  S.  Hawes, 
and  Mr.  Paul  J.  McGaffigan. 

Thirty-six  official  meetings  of  the  School  Committee  were  conducted  during  calen¬ 
dar  year  1978.  In  addition,  numerous  other  subcommittee  meetings,  involving  one  or  more 
members  of  the  School  Committee,  were  held  throughout  the  year. 

FISCAL  YEAR  1979  SCHOOL  BUDGET 

The  School  Committee  certified  the  FY  1979  School  Budget  in  the  amount  of 
$13,618,029.,  which  represented  a  percentage  increase  of  +4.8%  over  FY  1978  School 
Budget,  The  four  (4)  basic  factors  which  contributed  to  the  increase  of  4.8%  (or  +$618,872.) 
are  as  follows: 

(1)  Personnel:  negotiated  salary  increase  for  the  first  year  of  a  three-year  contract 
with  the  Braintree  Education  Association. 

(2)  Increased  costs  for  fuel  and  utilities. 

(3)  Costs  for  state-mandated  programs,  such  as  Chapter  766  (students  with  special 
needs),  and  Chapter  74  (vocational  training). 

(4)  Costs  for  substitute  teachers  and  salary  increases  for  teachers  who  are  trans¬ 
ferring  from  one  column  to  another  on  salary  schedule. 

NEGOTIATIONS 

In  addition  to  the  preparation  of  the  FY  1979  School  Budget,  the  School  Committee 
was  involved  in  negotiations  with  the  Cafeteria  Workers.  Representing  the  School  Com¬ 
mittee  in  these  negotiations  were  Mr.  Varraso,  as  Chairman  of  the  Subcommittee  on  Nego¬ 
tiations  with  Cafeteria  Workers,  Mrs.  Hawes,  and  Mr.  McGaffigan. 

Since  collective  bargaining  agreements  for  Teachers,  Administrators,  Nurses,  Secre¬ 
taries,  Teacher  Aides,  Maintenance  Workers  and  Custodians  were  all  effective  until  at  least 
June,  1980,  it  was  not  necessary  in  1978  to  enter  into  negotiations  for  personnel  under 
those  categories.  School  Committee  members  also  served  during  1978  on  school-related 
committees,  which  would  include: 
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Committee  on  Understanding  Responsible  Behavior  (CURB):  An  ongoing  committee 
which  was  established  in  April,  1977,  by  School  Committee  and  whose  membership  includes 
representatives  from  School  Committee,  Police  Department,  School  Administration,  Brain¬ 
tree  Education  Association,  School  Advisory  Board  (parents’  organization),  and  students. 

In  June,  and  on  the  basis  of  a  recommendation  submitted  by  the  CURB  Committee, 
the  School  Committee  authorized  the  administration  to  work  with  CURB  for  the  purpose  of 
continuing  to  study  an  alternative  program  for  pupils  in  the  Braintree  Public  Schools.  In 
October,  and  at  School  Committee’s  request,  a  Subcommittee  of  CURB  was  formed  for  the 
purpose  of  developing  recommendations  to  control  vandalism  to  school  property. 

Joint  Committee  on  Evaluation:  The  School  Committee  established  a  new  evaluation 
system  for  tenured  and  non-tenured  professional  staff,  which  went  into  effect  September  1, 
1977.  The  primary  reason  for  the  staff  evaluation  program  is  to  improve  instruction  in  our 
schools  through  professional  growth  and  development.  The  secondary  reason  is  to  assess 
and  to  evaluate  staff  performance. 

A  Joint  Committee  on  Evaluation,  composed  of  representatives  of  the  School  Com¬ 
mittee  and  the  professional  staff,  established  the  guidelines  and  published  a  booklet  contain¬ 
ing  the  evaluation  procedure.  Each  member  of  the  professional  staff  has  been  given  this 
booklet  which  delineates  their  accountability  and  criteria  for  assessing  performance.  This 
committee  will  continue  as  a  steering  committee  for  the  duration  of  the  contract  between 
the  School  Committee  and  the  professional  staff. 

Committee  on  Gifted  and  Talented:  An  ongoing  committee  which  was  established 
by  the  School  Committee  in  order  that  a  program  proposal  be  developed  to  meet  the  needs 
of  gifted  and  talented  pupils  in  the  Braintree  Public  Schools. 

During  a  three-day  workshop  this  past  summer,  a  committee  of  teachers  and  admin¬ 
istrators  developed  a  new  program  for  gifted  and  talented  fifth  graders.  The  program  fol¬ 
lowed  the  policy  approved  by  the  School  Committee  in  June,  1978.  Thirty-nine  students 
were  identified  according  to  the  criteria  established,  and  after  an  orientation  session,  the 
parents  of  all  students  invited  decided  to  have  their  son  or  daughter  join  The  Hollis  Center. 
The  students  attend  their  regular  school  four  days  per  week,  and  their  parents  bring  them  to 
The  Hollis  Center  for  one  day.  During  their  day  there,  the  students  have  skill  development 
lessons  in  reading,  language  arts,  and  mathematics  as  well  as  regularly  scheduled  periods 
with  guidance  counselors  and  media  specialists.  In  addition,  these  students  work  on  in¬ 
dividual  and  group  activities  in  which  they  investigate  new  or  related  aspects  of  lessons 
presented  at  The  Center.  During  the  first  week  in  February,  fourth  graders  who  have  been 
identified  according  to  the  established  criteria  will  be  joining  The  Center. 

Committee  to  Develop  Plan  Re  Emergency  School  Closings:  As  a  result  of  severe 
winter  storms  in  1978,  the  School  Committee  requested  that  a  plan  be  developed  which 
would  indicate  School  Department’s  procedure  in  responding  to  snow  emergencies.  In 
September,  1978,  the  School  Committee  accepted,  as  part  of  that  plan,  recommendations  to 
facilitate  the  opening  of  schools  after  major  snow  storms.  These  recommendations  had  been 
developed  by  the  Braintree  School  Transportation  and  Safety  Council,  together  with  the 
Superintendent  of  the  Highway  Department  and  the  Safety  Officer. 

SCHOOL  CONSOLIDATION 

The  student  enrollment  in  the  Braintree  Public  Schools  decreased  by  381  pupils 
between  1977-78  and  1978-79  school  year  (from  8,165  students  to  7,784  students).  This 
decrease  reflects  the  continuous  decline,  at  the  approximate  rate  of  400  to  500  students 
per  year,  since  the  1976-77  school  year.  As  a  result  of  this  decrease  of -381  pupils,  the 
number  of  professional  staff  was  reduced  by  -19.4  in  current  school  year. 
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At  the  time  the  decision  was  reached  to  close  four  (4)  elementary  schools  in  Brain¬ 
tree,  effective  September  1977,  it  was  recommended  that  future  consideration  be  given  to 
further  school  consolidation,  effective  September,  1980.  Based  on  this  recommendation, 
and  the  continuous  student-enrollment  decline,  the  School  Committee  has  requested  that 
by  May,  1979,  a  set  of  alternative  plans  for  further  school  consolidation,  together  with 
recommendations,  be  submitted  for  School  Committee  consideration  by  the  school  admin¬ 
istration.  It  is  hoped  that  this  procedure  will  give  to  the  administration  and  School  Depart¬ 
ment  as  a  whole  the  opportunity  to  move  expeditiously  in  the  development  of  these  recom¬ 
mendations  and  also  allow  interested  parents  and  other  members  of  the  community  an 
opportunity  to  follow  this  progress  and  to  give  input  at  appropriate  times.  The  Braintree 
School  Committee  has  instructed  that  these  meetings  of  school  administrators  be  posted 
well  in  advance  in  order  that  whoever  is  interested  can  attend  as  observers. 

SCHOOL  ADMINISTRATION 

Dr.  John  F.  Monbouquette  was  appointed  by  the  School  Committee  in  July,  1977, 
to  the  Superintendency  of  the  Braintree  Public  Schools.  Dr.  Monbouquette  had  been  serv¬ 
ing  as  the  Assistant  Superintendent,  Braintree  Public  Schools,  since  February,  1976.  In 
September,  1977,  Mr.  T.  Michael  Molongoski  was  appointed  by  the  School  Committee  to 
position,  Assistant  Superintendent  for  Auxiliary  Services.  In  October,  1977,  the  School 
Committee  appointed  Mr.  H.  Kenneth  Dooley  to  position,  Assistant  Superintendent  for 
Curriculum  and  Instruction. 

ADDITIONAL  ITEMS  OF  INTEREST 
DRIVER  EDUCATION  PROGRAM 

In  response  to  a  petition  of  30  parents,  which  had  the  full  weight  of  a  rarely  used 
state  law,  the  development  of  a  driver  education  program,  as  a  regular  course  offering  in 
the  curriculum  of  Braintree  High  School,  became  a  priority  for  action  in  1978.  The  Brain¬ 
tree  School  Committee  reluctantly  requested  additional  monies  to  fund  this  program  at  a 
Special  Town  Meeting  in  February,  1978.  These  funds  were  refused  and  the  Braintree 
School  Committee  was  forced  to  delay  action  until  funds  for  the  program  could  be  included 
in  the  budget  for  the  school  year  1978-79.  The  Committee  immediately  undertook  a  cam¬ 
paign  to  change  the  legislation  which  would  obligate  school  committees  to  include  driver 
education  in  the  regular  school  programs  over  the  objections  of  the  elected  School  Com¬ 
mittee. 


With  the  full  support  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Town  Meeting  members,  and 
Braintree’s  representatives  in  the  State  Legislature  (Mrs.  Elizabeth  Metayer,  Mr.  Andrew 
Card,  and  Mr.  Arthur  Tobin),  the  Braintree  School  Committee  received  the  support  of  the 
Great  and  General  Court,  and  the  law  was  changed. 

Any  school  district  in  the  future,  in  response  to  such  a  petition  from  parents,  need 
only  to  provide  on-the-road  driver  training  after  the  regular  school  day  —  thus  relieving 
taxpayers  of  the  necessity  of  funding  this  very  expensive  program. 

THE  ACCESS  ROAD  AT  BRAINTREE  HIGH  SCHOOL 

The  Town  Meeting  in  1978  again  turned  down  a  request  of  the  Braintree  School 
Committee  that  the  access  road  be  accepted  as  a  public  way  and  that  the  maintenance  of 
the  road,  and  the  enforcement  of  all  safety  laws,  become  a  responsibility  of  the  Town  of 
Braintree  rather  than  remain  the  responsibility  of  the  School  Department.  Subsequently  in 
May,  the  School  Committee  requested  a  small  sum  of  money  to  make  necessary  repairs, 
as  well  as  to  install  berm  curbing,  backfilling  and  grading,  more  sidewalks  and  parking 
spaces,  speed  bumps,  and  signs  which  would  legally  establish  the  right  of  the  Police  De¬ 
partment  to  enforce  certain  laws  relating  to  motor  vehicles.  The  roadway  was  blocked  at 
Town  Street,  limiting  its  use  to  those  who  wished  to  get  to  the  high  school,  or  to  use  the 
parking  lot  or  outside  recreational  facilities.  These  measures  have  reduced  motor  vehicle 
traffic  considerably,  and  excessive  speeding  seems  to  have  been  controlled  by  the  bumps. 
The  above-mentioned  work  was  accomplished  very  satisfactorily  by  the  Braintree  Highway 
Department. 
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Five  students  were  elected  as  the  1978-79  Student  Representatives  to  the  School 
Committee.  They  are:  Mark  Gallivan,  Chairman;  Philip  Berardinelli;  Carole  DiGiusto; 
Michael  Neville;  and  Michael  Whitney.  The  participation  and  contributions  of  the  Student 
Representatives  are  appreciated. 

Numerous  other  matters  considered  in  calendar  year  1978  are  described  in  the 
official  minutes  of  the  School  Committee  meetings.  This  report  includes  those  which  the 
School  Committee  felt  were  of  particular  interest  to  the  citizens  of  Braintree.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 
BRAINTREE  PUBLIC  SCHOOLS 
1978 


Declining  enrollments,  the  effects  of  inflation,  and  a  worsening  economy  were  the 
major  concerns  of  1978  as  the  Braintree  School  Committee,  the  administration  and  staff 
continued  to  seek  excellence  in  the  educational  programs  of  the  Braintree  Public  Schools. 

CURRICULUM  HIGHLIGHTS 

The  following  are  brief  descriptions  of  some  programs  with  which  the  citizens  of 
Braintree  may  not  be  familiar.  They  indicate  the  highly  professional  efforts  of  the  staff  to 
improve  the  quality  of  education  for  our  young  people  at  all  levels. 

Elementary: 

Gifted  and  Talented  Program:  A  program  for  Grade  5  pupils,  who  were  identified  as  aca¬ 
demically  talented,  was  impelemnted  in  the  fall  of  1978.  All  fifth-grade  children  were 
screened  by  means  of  the  town-wide  tests  administered  to  these  children.  Those  who  met 
the  criteria  established  for  this  program  were  invited  to  attend  a  center  established  at 
Hollis  School.  Students  meet  there  for  one  full  school  day  per  week.  They  participate  in 
enriched  academic  activities  involving  reading,  math,  and  language.  Emphasis  is  placed 
on  development  of  skills  of  analysis,  synthesis  and  evaluation  in  an  atmosphere  stimulated 
by  sharing  with  children  throughout  the  Town  who  have  like  ability  and  academic  promise. 

The  Gifted  and  Talented  Program,  inaugurated  this  year  in  the  Braintree  Public 
Schools,  was  aided  by  an  Elementary  and  Secondary  Education  Act  grant  of  approximately 
twenty  thousand  dollars.  Funds  were  used  to  purchase  specially  selected  library  books  for 
supplementary  reading  by  gifted  and  talented  pupils  in  the  elementary  schools. 

Theater  Arts:  All  elementary  school  children  were  provided  a  program  aimed  at  enriching 
their  experience  in  the  theater  arts.  Through  Hollis  Fund  monies,  a  live  stage  presentation 
based  on  stories  of  the  Grimm  Brothers  Classics  was  given  in  each  school.  This  program 
stimulated  a  renewed  interest  of  our  K-5  children  in  searching  our  school  libraries  for  these 
stories  and  others  to  read  in  their  leisure  time.  In  addition,  extensive  knowledge  of  stage 
techniques  and  production  were  gained  by  observation. 

Theater  Arts  at  Lakeside:  Lakeside  P.T.O.,  as  a  gift  to  the  students,  made  provisions  for 
two  young  actors  from  the  Boston  Center  for  Arts  to  visit  Lakeside  on  December  18th  from 
9:30-11:00.  All  classes  enjoyed  the  program  “Dragon’s  Tail.”  Dramatic  storytelling  and  mime 
were  featured  as  the  entertainers  captured  the  imagination  and  listening  skills  of  the  audience. 

Headstart:  The  federally-funded  pre-school  First  Chance  Headstart  Program  held  its  first 
session  on  November  14,  1978.  There  are  nine  children  in  the  class.  Mrs.  Marian  Fee  is  the 
teacher  assisted  by  Miss  Aimie  Vaughan.  The  curriculum  is  basically  a  child  development 
program  dealing  with  the  social  and  emotional  well-being  of  each  child.  The  class  is  in 
session  Tuesday  thorugh  Friday  from  10:00  a.m.  to  1:00  p.m.  Staff  members  have  expressed 
satisfaction  that  the  program  is  off  to  a  good  start  with  the  plant  facilities  as  well  as  the 
friendliness  of  the  regular  staff.  This  early  childhood  class  adds  another  dimension  to  the 
educational  scene  at  the  Lakeside  School. 

Station  WLAK  (Lakeside  School):  WLAK,  Lakeside’s  radio  station  (school  intercom)  has 
had  a  series  of  fine  broadcasts  the  past  few  months.  Miss  Friberg’s  third-grade  class  on 
November  8th  opened  the  series  with  selections  of  Autumn  poetry.  November  22,  Mr. 
Frazier’s  class  broadcast  an  original  drama  that  took  place  at  Brown’s  Turkey  Farm,  Norton, 
Massachusetts.  This  was  an  excellent  presentation  that  also  showed  skill  in  creative  writing 
on  the  part  of  the  class.  Second-graders  had  for  a  subject  Winter  Safety  on  November  29.

Teaching  English  to  Foreign  Students:  Because  of  the  entry  of  a  significant  number  of 
foreigh-born  students  into  Braintree  schools,  the  School  Committee  approved  a  six- 
session  workshop  on  Teaching  English  as  a  Second  Language.”  These  sessions  have  been 
held  at  the  Highlands  School  under  the  leadership  of  Robert  Parker  from  the  University  of 
Rhode  Island.  Teachers  from  the  Monatiquot,  Highlands,  and  South  Middle  Schools  have 
attended  the  workshops  as  well  as  Dr.  Michael  Guadano,  Foreign  Language  Department 
Head,  and  Mrs.  Doris  H.  Smith,  Principal  of  Highlands  School. 

Foreign  students  enrolled  in  our  schools  include  Vietnamese,  Korean,  Lebanese, 
Chinese,  Iranian,  Indian,  Italian,  and  French.  These  are  not  exchange  students  but  children 
whose  parents  are  living  and  working  here. 

Developing  Self-Confidence  and  Basic  Skills:  At  Monatiquot  School  the  “Magic  Circle” 
program,  planned  to  develop  responsibility  and  self-confidence  in  a  systematic  and  se¬ 
quential  way,  is  in  its  second  year  of  progress.  In  the  area  of  reading,  a  Book-of-the-Month 
Award  program  was  initiated  this  term.  Its  purpose  is  to  enlist  parents’  help  in  encouraging 
more  independent  reading.  Concurrently,  the  third  year  of  the  Sustained  Silent  Reading 
program  is  being  carried  on.  The  Monatiquot  P.T.O.’s  annual  Paperback  Book  Fair  also 
reinforces  these  reading  programs.  An  innovation  for  this  yeaf  is  the  student  newspaper. 
Children  in  grades  three,  four,  and  five  are  involved  in  an  eight-week  Arithmetic  Skills 
Workshop.  This  is  a  revised  version  of  last  year’s  program,  which  used  various  games  and 
devices  to  stimulate  interest  while  providing  intensive  drill  and  practice. 

Program  Enrichment:  The  Thomas  A.  Watson  has  included  a  monthly  program  of  children’s 
events  which,  collectively,  can  be  described  as  culturally  enriching  events.  They  have  in¬ 
cluded  professional  and  amateur  dramatics,  folk  dancing,  children’s  book  reviews,  middle 
school  musicale,  Humane  Society  program,  films  (Peter  and  the  Wolf),  etc.  These  are  all 
experiences  which  are  unusual  enough  so  that  most  children  would  not  be  likely  to  see  them 
except  on  television. 

Fifth-Grade  Reading  Program:  The  Reading  Program  at  the  fifth-grade  level  that  is  unique  to 
the  Liberty  School,  continues  to  be  a  vital  segment  of  their  curriculum.  This  program  is 
based  upon  the  use  of  a  wide  variety  of  selected  paperback  books  that  satisfy  the  individual 
ability,  interest  and  achievement  for  each  student.  A  total  of  some  1350  paperbacks  ranging 
in  interest  and  reading  level  from  intermediate  to  teen  years  offer  all  students  a  wealth  of 
material.  A  total  of  35  cassette  tapes  of  stories  conducive  to  listening  skills  have  been  re¬ 
corded  and  are  used  for  oral  and  written  activities.  The  teachers  have  prepared  student 
workbooks,  teacher  guides,  work  sheets,  and  an  extensive  filing  system  for  all  materials.  A 
log  book  is  used  by  each  student  for  the  purpose  of  recording  his/her  resume  of  every  book 
read.  The  teachers  conduct  a  personal  interview  with  students  for  each  such  reading  accom¬ 
plishment.  The  instructional  procedure  constantly  checks  for  content,  vocabulary,  compre¬ 
hension,  spelling,  language  usage,  and  both  oral  and  silent  reading.  An  overall  view  of  test 
results  and  a  noticeable  increase  in  students’  interest  and  desire  for  reading  give  some  indica¬ 
tion  that  the  program  is  successful. 

Secondary: 

Business  Department:  The  Business  Department  at  Braintree  High  School  has  joined  many 
other  high  schools  in  Massachusetts  in  becoming  a  local  chapter  of  the  Massachusetts  Office 
Education  Association.  MOEA  was  founded  in  1973  as  a  non-profit  educational  organization 
with  the  purpose  of  serving  as  a  co-curriculum  learning  experience  for  students  involved 
in  business  and  office  education  programs.  MOEA  is  a  chartered  state  chapter  of  the  Office 
Education  Association  and  promotes  skill  competency  and  job  preparation  for  students  who 
have  office  occupations  as  career  goals. 

Home  Economics:  Students  in  the  Food  Service  Program  at  Braintree  High  School  have  be¬ 
gun  serving  a  luncheon  every  Wednesday.  A  restaurant  setup  has  been  implemented  with  stu¬ 
dents  gaining  on-the-job  experience  in  ordering,  purchasing,  preparing,  and  serving  quantities 
of  food.

Afternoon  Conservatory:  The  tremendous  success  of  the  Afternoon  Conservatory  during  its 
first  year  of  operation  in  1978,  as  exhibited  by  the  enthusiasm  of  students  and  parents,  con¬ 
vinced  the  Fine  Arts  Department  that  the  program  should  be  continued  and  expanded  during 
1979. 


The  Afternoon  Conservatory  consists  of  teachers  contracted  by  the  Fine  Arts  Depart¬ 
ment  to  instruct  brass,  string,  woodwind,  percussion,  piano,  and  guitar  at  Braintree  High 
School  from  2:30  to  5:00  p.m.  A  fee  of  $4.00  is  charged  for  a  thirty-  (30)  minute  private 
lesson  while  a  fee  of  $2.00  is  charged  for  a  semi-private  (two  (2)  students  for  thirty  (30) 
minutes)  lesson.  Students  pay  their  fees  directly  to  the  teacher  once  a  month  in  advance. 

One  makeup  lesson  per  month  is  allowed  in  cases  of  legitimate  excused  absence.  The  time 
for  makeup  lessons  is  mutually  agreed  upon  by  the  student  and  the  teacher. 

Career  Education:  A  career  education  development  program  continues  to  be  promoted  in 
our  school  system.  The  High  School  received  an  award  of  $3,848  in  federal  funds  to  estab¬ 
lish  a  Career  Education  Resource  Center. 

Students  at  the  High  School  have  been  trained  to  run  the  Massachusetts  Occupational 
Information  Sytem  computer  in  the  Media  Center.  The  MOIS  computer  provides  information 
to  students  about  different  occupations  and  learning  institutions. 

Techniques  for  infusing  career  education  and  curriculum  concepts  are  being  developed 
by  teachers  K-12  to  show  students  the  relevacy  of  subject  content  to  the  world  of  work. 

Poster  Contest:  This  year  the  East  Middle  School  Student  Council  sponsored  a  “Logo”  con¬ 
test  in  an  effort  to  improve  school  spirit.  The  Student  Council,  assisted  by  Miss  Shirley  Levy, 
art  teacher,  conducted  a  poster  contest  whereby  pupils  submitted  for  judging  a  slogan  and/or 
logo  that  would  be  adopted  this  year  for  silkscreening  on  T-shirts  or  other  clothing  articles. 
There  was  considerable  interest  in  the  contest  and  a  large  number  of  pupils  submitted  entries. 
The  winner  of  the  contest,  William  Cummings,  seventh-grade  pupil,  won  a  portable  radio  for 
his  entry  which  depicted  a  Neanderthal  man  with  club  in  hand  and  the  slogan  “EAST  brings 
the  BEAST  out  in  me”.  The  Student  Council,  after  choosing  the  winning  entry,  made  avail¬ 
able  to  the  student  body  a  supply  of  T-shirts  with  the  logo  imprinted  on  it  for  a  very  modest 
fee.  In  addition,  pupils  were  given  the  opportunity  of  bringing  in  a  T-shirt  or  other  article  of 
clothing  of  their  own  to  have  the  logo  imprinted  on  it.  Miss  Levy,  with  the  help  of  some  of 
her  pupils,  silkscreened  the  logo  onto  any  clothing  article  brought  in  at  no  charge  to  any  of 
the  pupils. 

The  whole  idea,  including  the  contest,  the  prize  radio,  the  T-shirt  sale  and  the  free 
imprints  on  clothing  articles,  has  been  a  tremendous  success  and  a  lot  of  fun.  The  school 
principal  felt  it  improved  school  spirit  considerably  and  is  grateful  to  Miss  Levy  for  initiating 
the  idea  and  following  through  with  the  contest  and  the  silkscreening  assisted  by  her  art  stu¬ 
dents  and  the  Student  Council  members  and  their  sponsors,  Mr.  Brian  Flukes  and  Mr.  Edward 
McDonough. 

Language  Concepts  through  Latin:  A  pilot  program  “Language  Concepts  through  Latin” 
was  offered  to  grade  8  students  at  East  and  Central  Middle  Schools  in  1978.  To  determine 
its  success,  test  scores  were  consulted  of  grade  8  students  who  completed  the  California 
Achievement  Test  in  the  spring  of  the  year.  The  verbal  test  scores  of  students  who  were  en¬ 
rolled  in  “Language  Concepts  through  Latin”  were  compiled  and  compared  with  those  of 
twice  as  many  students  of  like  IQ  not  enrolled  in  the  program.  Pupils  studying  language  con¬ 
cepts  showed  an  average  achievement  in  verbal  skills  of  from  3.5  months  to  17  months 
higher  than  that  of  their  counterparts  in  every  category  but  one.  In  reading  total,  students 
of  above-average  IQ  scored  higher  by  4  months.  Budget  permitting,  it  is  hoped  to  reintroduce 
the  course. 

Foreign  Languages  and  Careers:  The  Foreign  Language  Department  is  presenting  students 
this  year  a  unit  titled  “Foreign  Languages  and  Careers”.  Materials  include  not  only  a  listing 
of  many  professional  careers  involving  or  requiring  the  knowledge  of  one  or  more  foreign 
languages,  but  also  handbooks  and  pamphlets  with  more  descriptions  of  training  necessary, 
duties,  salaries  and  possible  advancement.  Additional  sources  of  information  are  also  available 
for  students  who  may  wish  to  explore  the  topic  further.

Athletic  Achievement:  1978  was  also  an  outstanding  year  in  terms  of  varsity  athletic 
achievement.  Braintree  High  School  won  the  Bay  State  League  “All  Sports  Trophy”  signify¬ 
ing  the  best  overall  athletic  record  in  the  league  for  the  year. 

The  Boys’  Gymnastic  Team  at  Braintree  High  School  were  State  Champions  for  the 
eighth  consecutive  year. 

The  Boys’  Baseball  Team  at  Braintree  High  School  won  the  Eastern  Massachusetts 
Baseball  Championship. 

The  Girls’  Softball,  Cheerleading,  Gymnastic,  and  Majorette  Teams  at  Braintree 
High  School  all  won  Bay  State  League  Championships. 

The  Boys’  Golf  Team  at  Braintree  High  School  won  the  Bay  State  League  Champion¬ 
ship. 

Film  Library:  The  school  system’s  Media  Department  was  selected  by  Hearst  Metrotone 
News  to  serve  as  a  depository  for  South  Shore  secondary  schools  using  a  monthly  film  re¬ 
lease,  the  Screen  News  Digest.  The  schools  thus  inherit  a  most  valuable  film  library  cover¬ 
ing  world-wide  historical  events  of  the  past  decade  as  well  as  receiving  current  film  issues  of 
history  in  the  making. 

System-wide  (Elementary/Secondary) 

All-Town  Orchestras:  For  the  past  four  years,  the  Braintree  Fine  Arts  Department  has  been 
providing  an  after-school  program  for  gifted  and  talented  string  students.  Students  are 
chosen  by  the  string  specialists  to  participate  in  these  Elementary  and  Secondary  All-Town 
Orchestras.  The  orchestras  practice  after  school  during  the  school  year  and  stage  a  concert, 
which  is  open  to  the  general  public,  in  the  Spring  of  each  year. 

Staff  Evaluation:  A  formal  evaluation  system  for  the  professional  staff  for  1978-79  and 
1979-80  got  underway  in  September  1978.  The  system  involves  a  summary  checklist  based 
on  the  job  description  of  the  staff  member  to  be  used  by  the  administrator  in  evaluating 
all  non-tenure  non-administrative  staff.  All  tenured  staff  and  the  administrative  staff  will 
follow  an  “Evaluation  by  Objectives”  system  developed  during  the  1977-78  school  year. 

All  staff  were  provided  with  a  document  containing  the  updated  system-wide  goals  and 
an  updated  Qassroom  Teacher’s  job  description,  a  detailed  explanation  of  a  formal  ob¬ 
servation  session  for  tenure  and  non-tenure  staff,  a  time  line  for  all  staff  to  follow,  and  the 
procedure  for  coordinating  the  evaluation  of  administrators  with  the  evaluation  of  non- 
administrative  staff.  Every  staff  member’s  accountability  has  been  spelled  out  and  pro¬ 
visions  for  measuring  the  staff’s  performance  have  been  established. 

Homework  Policy:  In  order  to  coordinate  the  homework  policies  of  all  teachers  throughout 
the  system,  the  School  Committee  adopted  a  “Homework  Policy”  which  went  into  effect 
in  September  of  1978.  The  philosophy  behind  the  policy  was  to  develop  a  high  degree  of 
coopeation  between  the  home  and  the  professional  staff.  Some  of  the  objectives  are  to: 
develop  good  work  habits,  strengthen  basic  skills  and  expose  the  students  to  a  wider  range 
of  learning  experiences.  The  policy  itself  calls  for  an  increasing  time  allotment  for  home 
assignments  from  Grade  3  through  Grade  12.  In  Grade  3,  students  will  be  expected  to  take 
homework  involving  a  total  of  15  to  30  minutes  per  night,  Monday  through  Thursday,  and 
at  the  high  school  level  an  average  of  30  to  45  minutes  per  night  per  course  will  be  the 
guide.

During  13  years  of  operation,  Blue  Hills  has  expanded  continuously  in  order  to 
meet  the  occupational  needs  of  the  young  people  in  our  area.

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Within  the  past  year  the  High  School,  as  well  as  the  Technical  Institute,  has  contin¬ 
ued  to  successfully  prepare  our  graduates  for  profitable  employment  and  good  citizenship. 
As  part  of  this  educational  process,  our  vocational  departments  have  included  many 
municipal  and  civic  projects  which  have  proven  to  be  beneficial  to  all  District  residents. 

Two  new  programs  were  added  to  the  curriculum  this  year.  At  the  Technical  Institute 
a  Diesel  Technology  program,  at  the  Associate  Degree  Level,  was  implemented  in  September 
of  1978.  The  program  is  designed  for  the  training  of  students  in  the  repair  and  maintenance 
of  heavy  diesel  engines  for  such  vehicles  as  trucks,  tractors,  construction  equipment,  and 
marine  applications,  as  well  as  emergency  diesel  generating  equipment.  At  the  High  School, 
an  addition  to  the  Automobile  Repair  program  was  initiated  with  the  implementation  of 
an  area  in  Auto  Diesel  Engine  Repair,  and  Automotive  Machine  Shop. 

Our  Graphic  Arts  program  continues  to  accept  work  projects  from  the  District 
Municipal  Offices,  including  Fire  and  Police  Departments  and  Civic  Organizations. 

The  Structural  Wood  and  Electrical  Departments  have  continued  their  outside  con¬ 
struction  programs,  such  as: 

A.  The  completion  of  a  single  family  home  in  Norwood. 

B.  A  second  story  addition  in  Braintree. 

C.  A  single  room  addition  in  Norwood. 

D.  A  family  room  and  two  car  garage  in  Braintree. 

E.  Completion  of  a  major  remodeling  job  in  Braintree.

The  Auto  Repair  Shop  performed  over  200  repair  jobs  of  significant  educational 
value  this  year. 

The  Auto  Body  Shop  completed  work  on  73  vehicles,  as  well  as  work  for  the  High¬ 
way  and  Fire  Departments  of  the  Town  of  Randolph. 

The  Metal  Fabrication  and  Machine  Shops  completed  many  jobs  for  our  District 
towns,  too  numerous  to  mention  here. 

The  Health  Services  Department  engaged  in  an  extensive  externship  program  in 
several  area  health  facilities.  Among  the  institutions  involved  were  the  Norwood,  Braintree, 
Milton,  New  England  Sinai,  and  West  Roxbury  Veterans  Administration  Hospitals. 

The  Culinary  Arts  Department  restaurant,  “Chateau  de  Bleu”  continues  to  function 
most  successfully,  providing  area  residents,  including  Senior  Citizens  with  tasteful  and 
nutritious  gourmet  dining  experiences;  all  prepared  and  served  by  our  students. 

The  Adult  Evening  School  program  continued  to  provide  training  for  District  resi¬ 
dents  in  fifteen  areas  of  instruction  during  this  school  year.  Five  hundred  and  ninety  per¬ 
sons  participated  in  this  popular  evening  activity.

For  students  receiving  Special  Services  this  year,  Blue  Hills  offered  a  comprehensive 
array  of  programs  and  services  to  meet  the  special  needs  of  this  student  population  as 
follows: 


HEARING  IMPAIRED  PROGRAM 

For  students  with  severe  and  profound  hearing  losses.  Nineteen  deaf  boys  and 
girls  were  enrolled. 

RESOURCES  INSTRUCTIONAL  PROGRAM 

Students  receive  resource  instruction,  counseling  and  related  services  based  on 
individual  needs  as  determined  through  an  evaluation  process.  One  hundred 
students  were  in  this  program. 
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....  EXPLORATORY  VOCATIONAL  TRAINING  PROGRAM 

Vocational  instruction  is  made  available  from  3:15  to  5:15  P.M.  to  those 
Special  Needs  students  who  receive  their  academic  instruction  in  their  public 
schools  of  residence  in  the  District.  Emphasis  is  placed  on  instruction  at  each 
student’s  level.  Sixty-one  students  from  the  region  participated  in  this  pro¬ 
gram. 

The  placement  of  Technical  Institute  graduates  continues  to  be  excellent,  with 
most  programs  placing  100%  of  their  graduates  in  jobs  for  which  they  were  trained.  Over¬ 
all,  Institute  placement  this  past  year  was  approximately  95%. 

A  new  program  in  Diesel  Technology  was  initiated  in  our  Institute.  It  was  built  and 
paid  for  by  a  Federal  Grant  which  provided  the  full  cost  of  the  facility. 

The  number  of  volumes  in  the  Library  increased;  paid  for  by  a  Federal  Grant  of 
$3,900. 

A  major  municipal  project  implemented  by  the  Institute  was  for  the  Canton  Town 
Cemetery  in  whcih  the  Civil-Structural  Department  surveyed  and  designed  a  10-acre  addi¬ 
tion  to  the  cemetery,  making  possible  a  $4,000  saving  to  the  Town. 

A  Fall  Open  House  for  seniors  in  the  District  high  schools  was  initiated  this  year  in 
order  to  allow  these  students  to  become  familiar  with  our  Institute  programs  at  an  earlier 
date. 


The  single  most  important  event  at  the  Institute  in  1978  was  the  granting  of  official 
accreditation  of  the  Institute  by  the  New  England  Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges, 
which  was  awarded  for  a  period  of  five  years. 

The  Technical  Institute  is  now  the  only  accredited  degree-granting  Vocational- 
Technical  school  of  its  kind  in  Massachusetts. 

The  Regional  District  School  Committee  is  indebted  to  our  local  School  Committees, 
Superintendents  of  Schools,  Boards  of  Selectpersons,  Finance  Committee  Members  and 
local  Advisory  Board  Members  who  so  ably  assisted  with  their  continued  and  dedicated 
support  in  1978. 

To  the  citizens  of  the  seven  District  towns,  the  parents  of  students  and  Town  Meet¬ 
ing  Members,  who  have  given  their  vote  of  confidence,  we  are  deeply  grateful  for  your 
public  trust  and  approval.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SOUTH  SHORE  MOSQUITO  CONTROL  PROJECT 

1978 

Submitted,  herewith,  is  a  report  of  the  South  Shore  Mosquito  Control  Project  in 

1978. 


The  Project  is  a  year-round  operation  of  ten  neighboring  communities  cooperating  in 
a  joint  effort  to  reduce  mosquitoes.  The  Project  includes  the  City  of  Quincy  and  the  nine 
towns  of  Braintree,  Cohasset,  Duxbury,  Hingham,  Hull,  Marshfield,  Norwell,  Scituate  and 
Weymouth.  These  communities  cover  an  area  of  170  square  miles  with  a  population  of 
approximately  250,000  inhabitants. 

The  Project  was  established  in  1953  under  a  Massachusetts  General  Law,  Chapter 
252.  The  Project  communities  are  in  a  voluntary  membership.  The  Project’s  policy  is  set  by 
a  board  of  commissioners,  administered  by  a  superintendent.  This  policy  and  administra¬ 
tion  is  overseen  by  the  State  Reclamation  Board. 

The  report  covers  the  period  from  November  1,  1977  to  October  31,  1978,  beginning 
in  late  fall  when  crews  were  busy  cleaning  silt,  sand  and  growth  from  obstructed  ditches 
and  creeks  on  the  marshlands. 

WINTER  -  The  weather  of  the  early  winter  did  not  favor  the  Project  for  outside 
activities.  Rain,  sleet  and  cold  temperatures  caused  an  early  freeze  on  the  salt  marshes. 

By  mid  January,  huge  ice  floates  had  formed  on  the  marshes,  limiting  transit  to  clean 
ditches. 

After  two  severe  blizzards,  a  anumber  of  drainage  ditches  abutting  beach  areas  be¬ 
came  blocked  with  sand  and  shale.  Most  of  these  have  now  been  cleaned. 

During  the  cold  and  stormy  period,  the  time  was  spent  on  repair  and  upkeep  of 
all  spray  equipment  in  preparation  for  the  coming  mosquito  season. 

All  necessary  Project  personnel  have  taken  and  passed  the  “Core  Examination”  for 
pesticides,  this  being  the  initial  examination  for  federal  certification. 

SPRING  —  Extensive  tests  were  made  to  woodland  pools  to  appraise  the  amount  of 
active  mosquito  larvae  and  to  determine  the  needs  for  treatment.  After  mapping  areas  to 
be  treated,  helicopter  and  fixed  wing  aircraft  were  employed  by  the  Project  to  larvacide 
these  many  acres. 

With  the  aerial  larvaciding  successfully  completed,  there  followed  a  lengthy  period  of 
rain  that  was  responsible  for  a  second  hatch  of  spring  mosquitoes.  These  became  a  serious 
problem  throughout  the  early  weeks  of  the  summer.  Other  species  of  mosquitoes  began  to 
make  their  appearance  earlier  than  usual  and  the  early  season  built  up  to  become  one  of  the 
busiest  the  Project  has  ever  experienced.  An  application  of  granular  larvacide  was  made  to 
two  brackish  ponds  to  prevent  the  emergence  of  the  bothersome  midges. 

SUMMER  —  Wet  weather  conditions  continued  throughout  the  summer  months 
making  conditions  ideal  for  mosquito  breeding.  Advantage  was  taken  of  the  wet  weather  as 
crews  circulated  the  many  marshes  and  swamp  sites  to  larvacide,  thus  preventing  mosquito 
emergence.  During  the  summer  months,  storm  catch  basins  and  coastal  rock  pools  became 
a  steady  mosquito  source  and  were  continually  treated. 

Project  personnel  participated  in  the  Greenhead  Fly  Control  operation  along  the 
marshlands  of  three  coastal  communities.

FALL  —  After  a  wet  summer,  the  fall  weather  turned  cool  and  breezy. 

Project  personnel  continued  to  check  and  larvacide  the  many  breeding  sites.  The 
mosquito  larvae  continued  to  be  very  dense  due  to  the  amount  of  precipitation. 

It  is  considered  important  that  the  number  of  late  season  mosquito  larvae  be  reduced 
as  much  as  possible  for  this  will  lend  to  a  lesser  number  in  the  following  year. 

After  the  completion  of  spraying  operations  for  the  season,  all  spray  equipment  was 
steamed  cleaned,  flushed  clean,  painted  and  in  all  respects,  prepared  for  winter  storage. 

Started  the  fall  water  management  program  of  cleaning,  brushing  and  opening  up  of 
the  reclamation  ditches  of  the  marshlands  and  swamps. 

During  the  past  year,  the  Project’s  personnel  attended  several  training  courses  in 
preparation  for  examination  to  be  federally  certified  in  the  use  of  restricted  pesticides.  All 
examinations  were  taken  and  completed  with  a  passing  mark.  Those  passing  shall  be  offi¬ 
cially  certified  in  the  near  future. 

STATISTICS: 

Mosquito  larvaciding  with  ground  power  and  pack  equipment  —  treated  1731  acres, 
expending  737  man  hours. 

Mosquito  checking  in  both  pre  and  post  treatments  to  all  larvae  breeding  sites, 
expending  1167  man  hours. 

Mosquito  adulticiding  with  ground  power  and  back  pack  equipment  -  treated 
18,556  acres,  expending  2311  man  hours. 

Mosquito  larvaciding  and  adulticiding  with  ground  power,  and  back  pack  equip¬ 
ment  —  treated  5980  storm  catch  basins  and  roadside  ditches  and  approximately  2000 
coastal  rock  pools,  expending  785  gallons  of  insecticide  and  281  man  hours. 

Mosquito  larvaciding,  utilizing  both  helicopter  and  fixed  wing  aircraft  -  treated 
8235  acres  of  woodland  pools  and  swamps,  expending  297  man  hours. 

WATER  MANAGEMENT 

The  brushing  (cutting)  and  clearing  of  growth  amounting  to  32,900  feet  is  done  for 
the  purpose  of  gaining  access  for  personnel  and  equipment.  This  also  increases  the  water 
flow,  reducing  the  amount  that  would  lay  stagnant  and  breed  mosquitoes. 

To  flush  or  drain  off  stagnant  water,  3600  feet  of  new  ditch  was  constructed  both 
in  tidal  and  upland  waterways. 

To  maintain  ditch  work  previously  constructed,  59,200  feet  of  marsh  ditching  was 
reclaimed. 

To  maintain  the  flow  of  water  at  its  maximum,  81,570  feet  of  brooks,  streams  and 
ditches  were  cleaned  of  silt,  sand  and  shale  growth  and  other  obstruction  blocking  or  im¬ 
peding  water  flow. 

In  the  process  of  ditch  cleaning  and  reclaiming,  5000  feet  of  waterway  ditching  was 
surveyed. 

In  water  management,  2433  man  hours  were  expended. 
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Maintenance  work  is  required  of  all  personnel.  This  includes  the  preventive  as  well  as 
breakdown  maintenance  to  all  spray  equipment,  vehicles,  tractors  and  garage  property;  the 
cleaning  and  storing  of  all  equipment  and  chemical  materials  and  the  setting  up  and  prepara¬ 
tion  for  all  operations.  2551  man  hours  were  expended  on  Project  maintenance. 

Vacation  time  -  The  average  time  in  service  of  Project  personnel  is  20  years,  most 
having  the  maximum  vacation  time  allowed.  728  man  hours  were  expended  on  Project’s 
vacations. 

Sick  days  are  accumulative  at  12  days  per  year.  This  past  year,  one  Project  employee 
had  two  serious  illnesses,  increasing  sick  time  above  the  normal  average.  272  man  hours  were 
expended  on  Project’s  sick  time. 

Most  all  holidays  are  paid  by  the  Project.  448  man  hours  were  expended  on  holidays. 

The  Project  received  2695  request  calls  for  service  during  the  year.  Of  these,  approxi¬ 
mately  2675  were  answered  out,  attending  to  the  mosquito  problems  in  one  manner  or 
another. 

Along  with  regular  mosquito  duties,  the  Project  conducts  three  separate  greenhead 
fly  control  programs,  treating  5100  acres  of  the  fly  infestation  areas.  Also,  two  separate 
brackish  water  ponds,  approximately  175  acres,  are  treated  for  the  control  of  the  midge 
fly.  A  total  of  142  man  hours  was  expended  on  these  two  separate  control  programs. 

All  training  courses  in  mosquito  control  and  pesticide  use  were  attended  by  per¬ 
sonnel.  64  man  hours  were  expended  in  attendance  at  such  courses. 

The  insecticides  used  by  the  Project  were  three:  — 

1.  Abate  4E  for  mosquito  larvaciding  at  the  applied  rate  of  .03  of  a  pound  actual 
to  the  acre. 

2.  Abate  1%  granuals  in  sand  for  mosquito  and  midge  larvaciding  at  applied  rate 
of  0.2  of  a  pound  to  the  acre. 

3.  Fenthion  4E  mosquito  larvaciding  in  storm  catch  basins  at  applied  rate  of  .002 
of  a  pound  to  a  basin. 

4.  Malathion  57  E.G.  for  mosquito  adulticiding  at  applied  rates  of  .05  to  .20  of  a 
pound  to  the  acre.

1978 


I  respectfully  submit  the  following  report  as  Tree  Warden  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1978. 

All  work  that  was  approved  in  the  1978  Fiscal  Budget  for  the  general  care  and 
tree  removal  has  been  completed . 

Severe  snow  and  ice  storms  in  January  and  February  damaged  several  trees  causing 
a  great  number  of  large  limbs  to  fall  at  different  locations  around  the  town.  These  storms 
also  destroyed  some  completely,  as  whole  trees  were  knocked  down.  All  work  was  com¬ 
pleted  as  soon  as  possible. 

During  1978  one  hundred  and  fifty-one  trees  were  planted  throughout  the  town 
and  over  two  hundred  small  trees  were  planted  in  the  tree  bank  for  the  future  re-planting. 
Over  thirty  small  trees  planted  by  the  tree  warden  in  different  locations  throughout  the  town 
were  severely  damaged  by  vandalism  as  a  loss  to  the  town.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  WATER  COMMISSIONERS 
Your  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  are  pleased  to  submit  their  annual  report  for 

1978. 


We  are  pleased  to  announce  that  the  improvements  to  the  water  system,  made 
possible  by  the  federal  grant,  are  nearly  complete.  Delays  in  deliveries  of  equipment  have 
extended  the  estimated  completion  date  of  the  work  at  the  pumping  station  to  early  1979. 
All  other  aspects  of  the  work,  including  the  new  standpipe  in  the  Highlands,  the  two  miles 
of  24”  water  main  and  the  one  mile  of  16”  water  main  have  been  completed  and  are  in 
operation. 

The  general  improvement  program  which  has  been  underway  for  the  past  eight 
years  continues  to  show  its  effect  on  the  availability  of  water  to  our  consumers.  Another 
relatively  dry  year  has  passed  without  the  need  of  water  use  restrictions;  such  restrictions 
were  necessary  in  nearby  towns. 

A  combination  of  improvements  to  the  system,  excess  revenue,  and  the  dedicated 
work  of  all  our  employees  has  enabled  the  Commission  to  reduce  the  water  rates  by 
twenty  percent. 

Presently  we  are  in  the  middle  of  a  management  study  being  performed  by  an  out¬ 
side  consultant,  in  an  effort  to  modernize  the  operation  of  the  Department.  We  expect 
this  study  to  be  complete  in  the  first  quarter  of  1979.  If  it  is  acceptable,  it  will  be  im¬ 
plemented  in  the  latter  part  of  1979. 

The  Commission  recognizes  the  success  of  the  Water  Department  depends  on  the 
efforts  of  its  employees  and  the  cooperation  it  receives  from  other  town  agencies.  We  wish 
to  thank  the  employees  for  their  effort  and  all  town  agencies  for  their  assistance. 

The  Commission  also  appreciates  the  continued  dedicated  service  of  Superintendent 
William  Ewing.

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REPORT  OF  WASTE  DISPOSAL  DEPARTMENT 


Presently,  the  incinerator  is  operating  twenty-four  hours  per  day,  five  days  per  week 
with  full  compliance  established  in  a  series  of  tests  observed  by  the  Federal  Environmental 
Protection  Agency  and  the  Mass.  Department  of  Environmental  Quality  Engineering. 

The  Town  was  able  to  achieve  compliance  and  double  the  capacity  of  the  incinerator 
without  major  capital  investment  by  modifying  and  updating  existing  equipment.  These 
modifications  were  recommended  by  the  consulting  firm  of  Metcalf  &  Eddy  Inc.  The  con¬ 
sultants  recommended  changes  in  gas  flows  from  the  boilers  or  furnaces  to  the  precipitators 
resulting  in  a  much  higher  firing  rate,  allowing  more  tons  of  refuse  to  be  burned  per  hour. 

The  incinerator  is  presently  burning  approximately  two  hundred  fifty  tons  of  refuse 
per  day  with  close  control  being  kept  on  stack  emission  by  the  use  of  more  sophisticated 
equipment  and  under  the  watchful  eyes  of  employees,  especially  watch  engineers  who  are 
on  duty  operating  the  furnaces. 

All  repairs  and  maintenance  are  being  done  by  plant  personnel  except  in  rare  cases 
when  outside  technicians  are  required  to  repair  control  instruments  such  as  recording  charts, 
steam  flow  meters  and  gauges  etc.  This  results  in  a  tremendous  saving  in  operating  cost. 

Refuse  is  being  accepted  from  out  of  town  commercial  haulers,  which  results  in  addi¬ 
tional  tipping  fees,  this  along  with  the  sale  of  steam  to  Weymouth  Art  Leather  Co.  greatly 
reduces  the  cost  of  burning  rubbish  per  ton  for  the  Town.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  BRAINTREE  COUNCIL  ON  AGING 

1978 


The  year  1978  has  been  a  rewarding  year  for  the  Council  on  Aging.  The  Council  has 
been  able  to  meet  many  requests  for  services  by  our  senior  citizen  population  of  5600  in 
the  Town  of  Braintree. 

The  Council  on  Aging  has  been  able  to  keep  its  office  doors  open  daily  from  8:30 
a.m.  to  4:30  p.m.  The  Town  Meeting  Members  approved  a  clerk  for  the  office  of  the  Coun¬ 
cil  and  we  are  pleased  to  announce  that  Mary  Sweeney  of  Braintree  is  filling  this  position. 

The  Federal  Government  has  mandated  that  all  senior  citizen  services  be  placed  under 
the  State  Department  of  Elder  Affairs.  In  order  to  carry  out  this  mandate,  the  Department 
of  Elder  Affairs  has  worked  with  the  local  Council  on  Aging  to  form  Home  Care  Corpora¬ 
tion.  Braintree  Council  on  Aging  has  joined  with  ten  cities  and  towns  to  form  the  South 
Shore  Home  Care  Corporation  which  is  located  in  Hingham.  The  South  Shore  Home  Care 
Corporation  provides  serwices  to  the  elderly,  such  as  Homemakers,  Chore,  nursing  care  and 
friendly  visitors.  These  services  are  a  great  benefit  to  the  elderly  who  are  either  ill  or  handi¬ 
capped.  The  South  Shore  Home  Care  Corporation  also  provides  hot  meals  at  noontime,  five 
days  a  week,  at  the  Braintree  Housing  Authority  Community  Building.  The  cost  to  the 
senior  citizen  is  a  fifty  cent  donation.  The  Council  is  looking  forward  to  more  services  that 
will  be  provided  by  the  South  Shore  Home  Care  Corporation  in  the  coming  year.  Two  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Braintree  Council  on  Aging  serve  as  board  members  to  the  South  Shore  Home 
Care  Corporation.  Sendees,  such  as  Homemakers,  Chore  Transportation,  Legal  Aid  and 
Occupational  Therapy  have  been  provided.  The  Town  of  Braintree  contributed  $230.00 
of  its  share  to  this  program  and  has  received  $122,000.00  back  in  services  and  administra¬ 
tion  to  the  elderly. 

Traveling  Meals  of  Braintree,  a  service  providing  two  meals  a  day  for  those  who  are 
ill,  disabled  or  elderly,  will  be  celebrating  its  fourth  anniversary  in  March.  Contracts  are 
signed  each  year  with  the  nursing  homes  to  provide  special  and  regular  diets  to  our  clients. 
The  Council  would,  at  this  time,  like  to  thank  the  Braintree  Manor  Nursing  Home,  Elihu 
White  Nursing  Home,  Franvale  Nursing  Home  and  the  John  Scott  Nursing  Home  for  their 
fine  cooperation  in  making  this  a  successful  program.  We  are  most  grateful  to  the  volunteers 
who  bring  the  meals  into  the  homes  of  those  in  need  of  service.  The  volunteers  have  worked 
on  days  that  are  extremely  hot,  cold,  icy  or  snowy.  Very  few  days,  the  program  has  been 
cancelled. 

The  Blood  Pressure  Clinic  takes  place  on  the  second  Monday  of  the  month  alter¬ 
nating  between  the  Thayer  Public  Library,  Heritage  Community  Building  and  Independence 
Manor.  Medical  tests  were  taken  by  Registered  Nurses  assisted  by  the  Council  on  Aging  and 
RSVP  personnel.  Each  year  the  number  of  senior  citizens  availing  themselves  of  this  service 
has  increased.  The  nurses  are  now  testing  between  150  and  200  people  at  each  clinic. 

Free  flu  shot  clinic  was  held  last  fall  for  the  senior  citizens  at  the  Braintree  Town  Hall 
and  Heritage  Community  Building  with  the  aid  of  the  Braintree  Board  of  Health,  Visiting 
Nurse  Association,  two  Braintree  doctors  and  the  members  of  the  Council  on  Aging.  Ap¬ 
proximately  400  flu  shots  were  given  and  the  surplus  was  distributed  to  the  local  nursing 
homes. 

Free  bridge  lessons  at  the  Puritan  Club.  Year  round  operation  on  Tuesday,  9:00  a.m. 
to  2:30  p.m.  Twelve  tables  of  bridge  are  provided. 
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Town  bus  trips  were  provided  this  year  by  the  Council  on  Aging  for  senior  citizens. 
Trips  were  made  to  Nashua,  New  Hampshire,  Falmouth,  MA,  Troy,  New  Hampshire,  Millis, 
MA,  and  Westport,  MA  and  many  other  places  of  interest.  In  December,  a  Christmas  Party 
was  held  at  the  Sons  of  Italy  Hall  and  was  enjoyed  by  many.  There  are  now  five  senior  citi¬ 
zen  clubs  in  the  Town  of  Braintree:  East  Braintree  Senior  Citizens,  South  Braintree  Senior 
Citizens,  North  Braintree  Senior  Citizens,  Heritage  Associates,  and  Independence  Manor 
Associates.  Total  membership  of  all  these  clubs  is  approximately  1200. 

The  Council  on  Aging  is  pleased  to  announce  a  grant  from  the  Department  of  Elder 
Affairs  of  $6,830.00.  This  will  provide  the  Council  with  an  Outreach  Worker  for  six  months. 
The  Outreach  Worker  will  visit  the  senior  citizens  of  Braintree  and  make  them  aware  of  the 
benefits  they  are  entitled  to  through  Home  Care,  the  Council  or  other  Federal  and  State 
programs.  Also,  the  Outreach  Worker  can  determine  their  needs.  The  Council  has  completed 
a  computer  listing  of  all  the  senior  citizens  in  Braintree  and  will  be  able  io  make  a  complete 
mailing  to  these  people  on  services  provided,  for  them  by  the  Council  on  Aging. 

The  Council  on  Aging  is  pleased  to  announce  that  the  Rotary  Club  will  donate  a  van 
to  the  Council  for  the  purpose  of  providing  transportation  for  the  senior  citizens.  We  will 
now  be  able  to  provide  transportation  to  the  doctors,  dentists  or  other  medical  appoint¬ 
ments.  The  Council  is  deeply  indebted  to  the  Rotary  Club  for  helping  us  with  our  Number 
One  priority  need. 

The  Council  on  Aging  is  proud  of  the  choral  group,  The  Mello-Tones.  This  talented 
group  is  made  up  of  25  members  of  the  East  Braintree  Senior  Citizen  Club.  The  Mello- 
Tones  have  entertained  at  the  nursing  homes  and  many  of  the  local  affairs. 

The  Council  on  Aging  is  indebted  to  the  following  organizations  for  their  generosity 
and  good  will:  The  Rotary  Club,  Braintree  Post  #86  American  Legion,  The  Braintree  Yacht 
Club  and  the  Sons  of  Italy. 

SUMMATION 

Our  services  to  the  senior  citizens  of  Braintree  has  increased  greatly.  For  the  first 
time,  we  will  have  an  Outreach  Worker  to  speak  with  the  isolated  seniors  in  our  town.  The 
van  has  also  been  our  top  priority  and  we  are  looking  forward  to  helping  the  senior  citizens 
with  this  transportation  problem.  This  year,  we  hope  to  find  a  drop-in  center  for  our 
seniors,  increase  transportation  and  the  Council  on  Aging  will  strive  to  bring  better  pro¬ 
grams  to  the  senior  citizens  of  Braintree.

The  position  of  Ass’t  Town  Engineer  remained  vacant  for  the  entire  year.  Despite  the 
fact  that  the  job  was  widely  advertised  on  two  occasions  by  the  Personnel  Board,  no  quali¬ 
fied  applicants  could  be  found.  It  is  imperative  that  the  job  classifications  and  salary  schedule 
for  the  Department  be  upgraded  to  realistic  levels  before  we  lose  all  of  our  people. 

DEPARTMENT  ACTIVITIES 


Master  Drainage  Program 

Our  first  major  drainage  project  was  constructed  this  year.  Bids  for  a  complete  new 
storm  drain  system  in  the  Bowditch  St.  -  No.  Bowditch  St.  area  were  opened  May  23rd. 

The  low  bid  of  13  received  was  $212,535  from  K.  R.  Rezendes  of  Assonet,  Mass. 

The  contractor  started  work  on  August  1st  and  completed  the  job  by  the  end  of 
October.  We  were  very  pleased  with  the  progress  of  construction  and  the  quality  of  the  com¬ 
pleted  project. 

We  hope  to  continue  the  program  with  a  $100,000  appropriation  at  each  annual 
Town  Meeting. 

A  preliminary  drainage  survey  was  begun  in  the  Doris  Rd.  -  Helen  Rd.  area  and  addi¬ 
tional  work  was  completed  on  a  survey  of  the  Peach  St.  —  Candlewood  Lane  area. 

General 

Our  field  work  was  very  limited  during  January  and  February  due  to  the  two  major 
snow  storms. 

Working  conditions  in  our  newly  renovated  office  were  hampered  by  a  continual  fail¬ 
ure  of  the  Town  Hall  heating  system. 

The  Department  income  from  the  sale  of  plans  and  maps  during  the  year  was  $1,425.50, 
including  $965  for  Assessor’s  plans,  $310  for  street  maps,  $100  for  zoning  maps  and  $50.50 
for  miscellaneous  prints. 


ENGINEERING  PROJECTS 


CONSTRUCTION 

1.  Granite  Street  -  Urban  Systems  Safety  Improvement  Project 

Approximately  seven  years  after  our  original  request,  bids  were  opened  August  22nd 
for  the  installation  of  5  sets  of  traffic  signals  on  Granite  Street  between  Wood  Road  and  the 
southerly  entrance  to  the  South  Shore  Plaza.  The  lowest  of  5  bids  was  $1,399,458  trom 
Capone  Corp.,  of  Dedham.  Work  started  in  September  and  progressed  very  rapidly  so  that 
all  the  paving  was  completed  prior  to  the  Christmas  shopping  rush.  The  signals  will  be  in¬ 
stalled  next  year.  Construction  is  being  financed  with  Federal  and  State  funds 

2.  River  Street  Bridge  over  the  Monatiquot  River 

Bids  for  reconstruction  of  the  bridge  were  opened  on  October  31st.  The  lowest  of  six 
bidders  was  J.  L.  Caputo  Corp.  at  $203,486.  Construction  is  financed  with  Federal  and  State 
funds  and  should  be  completed  by  June. 
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3.  Pond  Street  Widening 

The  second  phase  of  the  Pond  Street  widening  project  (from  Wayne  Ave.  to  Washing¬ 
ton  St.),  scheduled  to  begin  in  the  spring,  was  postponed  until  next  spring. 

4.  Hayward  Creek  Flood  Control  Project 

Construction  of  the  $2,000,000  flood  control  project  was  completed  in  June.  The 
work  included  an  eight  foot  concrete  pipe  through  the  shipyard  and  a  new  wetlands  dam 
above  Eaton’s  Pond. 

DESIGN 

1.  Town  Brook  -  Braintree  Dam  Flood  Control  Project 

We  have  been  informed  that  this  project  may  be  dropped  by  the  Corps  of  Engineers 
because  it  does  not  meet  their  minimum  standards.  However,  the  M.D.C.  has  agreed  to  fund 
the  preparation  of  final  plans  and  specs.  Construction  of  the  overall  project  will  be  fragmented 
with  a  portion  of  the  new  culverts  being  built  as  a  part  of  the  So.  Quincy  M.B.T.A.  station 
and  interchange  contracts. 

2.  Five  Corners 

During  the  past  year  the  Selectment  endorsed  a  new  plan  for  Five  Corners  involving 
an  interchange  with  an  overhead  bridge  and  a  loop  ramp  for  northbound  traffic  on  Granite 
Street. 


We  recommended  that  the  plan  be  disapproved  when  it  was  presented  at  a  Selectmen’s 
meeting  in  April.  Any  bridge  or  grade  separation  structure  at  Five  Corners  would  be  aestheti¬ 
cally  undesirable,  would  divide  that  section  of  Town  and  would  create  more  problems  than 
it  would  solve.  We  are  also  opposed  to  the  tunnel  recommended  by  the  Police  Department  for 
the  same  general  reasons. 

A  signalized  intersection  with  left  turn  lanes  should  be  constructed  even  if  it  occasionally 
backs  up  traffic  during  peak  periods. 

3.  Intersection  of  Pond  and  Washington  Sts. 

i 

We  have  requested  approval  from  the  Mass.  D.P.W.  to  hire  a  consultant  for  the  design 
of  a  signalized  intersection. 

M.B.T.A.  PROJECTS  -  IVORY  STREET 

During  the  year  we  reviewed  numerous  plans  for  the  various  M.B.T.A.  related  projects 
now  under  design,  including  Ivory  St.  Extension. 

Some  of  our  more  important  comments  were: 

(a)  The  South  Quincy  Station  should  definitely  have  pedestrian  access  from  Inde¬ 
pendence  Ave. 

(b)  The  intersection  of  Hancock,  Plain  and  Washington  Streets  should  be  redesigned 
to  allow  for  the  increased  traffic  flows  expected  after  Ivory  Street  is  opened  to 
traffic.  In  particular,  the  northwesterly  leg  of  Washington  Street  should  be 
widened  to  allow  for  the  2  lanes  of  traffic  coming  from  Plain  Street. 

(c)  No  construction  should  take  place  in  Cedar  Swamp. 

TRAFFIC 

The  traffic  island  on  Liberty  Street  at  the  intersection  with  Middle  Street  was  extended 
into  the  intersection  in  order  to  eliminate  a  safety  hazard  caused  by  restricted  visibility. 
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We  obtained  funds  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  to  reconstruct  the  retaining  wall  at 
the  northwest  corner  of  Shaw  and  Allen  Streets  in  order  to  improve  sight  distance  for  vehicles 
traveling  east  on  Allen  Street.  Of  the  20  accidents  at  that  intersection  in  the  previous  3  years, 
14  were  caused  by  restricted  visibility  due  to  the  retaining  wall. 

OTHER  PROJECTS 

1.  Washington  Street  Sidewalk  -  Plans  and  specs  for  a  new  sidewalk  between  Pond  Street  and 
Plain  Street  have  been  completed  by  the  Mass.  D.P.W.  The  contract  will  be  advertised  for 
bids  as  soon  as  funds  become  available. 

2.  Easement  plans  were  prepared  for  the  Bowditch  St.  drainage  project  and  the  River  St. 
bridge  contract. 

3.  We  testified  in  court  on  behalf  of  the  Town  during  several  court  cases.

1978 


In  addition  to  subdivision  control,  site  plan  review  and  road  construction  super¬ 
vision,  during  1978  the  Planning  Board  engaged  in  important  planning  projects.  New  re¬ 
sponsibilities  have  been  assumed  as  a  result  of  state  and  federal  legislation  such  as  Chapter 
808  of  the  Acts  of  1975  and  the  Flood  disaster  Protection  Act  of  1973.  A  major  task  was 
revising  the  Zoning  By-Laws  in  order  to  meet  the  mandated  requirements.

Weymouth  Landing  Revitalization  Program 

A  $5,000.00  grant  was  awarded  to  the  Towns  of  Braintree  and  Weymouth  to  develop 
a  revitalization  plan  for  this  inter-community  commercial  center.  The  Planning  Coordinator 
is  serving  on  the  Steering  Committee  and  the  Tufts  University  study  team.  The  grant  pro¬ 
posal  was  prepared  through  a  joint  effort  between  Weymouth  and  Braintree  Planning  staffs. 


208  Water  Quality  Study  Committee 

This  committee  was  formed,  through  the  Planning  Board’s  request,  to  make  recom¬ 
mendations  for  implementation  of  the  federally-mandated  208  plan  prepared  by  the  Metro¬ 
politan  Area  Planning  Council  as  part  of  the  Water  Pollution  Control  Act.  Information  on 
Braintree’s  sewer  surcharge  situation  was  sent  to  the  Division  of  Water  Pollution  Control 
for  analysis  and  recommendation  to  the  M.D.C.  The  committee  is  presently  investigating  the 
watershed  protection  district  recommended  by  the  208  plan. 
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Federal  Flood  Insurance  Program 

Braintree  joined  the  regular  flood  insurance  program  on  June  1,  1978.  Adminis¬ 
tration  of  the  program  is  carried  out  by  the  Planning  Office,  and  includes  the  submission  of 
an  annual  report  to  H.U.D.,  informing  interested  parties  of  the  flood  hazard  zone  in  which 
the  subject  property  is  located,  issuing  special  permits  for  development  in  the  floodplain 
district,  and  keeping  a  record  of  all  floodplain  which  is  filled  in  Braintree. 

Subdivision  Rules  and  Regulations 

Fourteen  amendments  were  made  to  the  Planning  Board’s  Rules  and  Regulations 
governing  the  subdivision  of  land.

GRAVES  REGISTRATION  -  1978 


All  veterans’  graves  in  cemeteries  located  in  Braintree  are  properly  cared  for  by  the 
Graves  Registration  Officer  in  compliance  with  Chapter  114,  Section  46  A,  and  Chapter 
115,  Section  9,  of  the  General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Upon  the  death  of  a  veteran,  the  Funeral  Director  is  required  to  file  an  affidavit 
with  the  city  or  town  wherein  the  burial  took  place  in  accordance  with  Chapter  604,  Acts  of 
1949  of  the  General  Laws.  Permanent  graves  registration  cards  are  kept  on  file.  One  hundred 
thirty  eight  affidavits  were  filed  with  this  office  during  1978. 

A  flag  is  placed  on  the  graves  of  deceased  veterans  every  Memorial  Day;  approxi¬ 
mately  2,100  graves  were  so  decorated  in  1978. 

A  long-range  program  of  replacing  missing  flag  holders  on  all  veterans’  graves  in 
Braintree  cemeteries  was  started  in  May  1975. 

Applications  for  grave  markers  can  be  obtained  at  the  Veterans’  Services  Office  in 
the  Town  Hall.  These  markers  are  furnished  by  the  Veterans  Administration  free  of  charge. 

I  am  grateful  to  Post  86,  American  Legion;  Chapter  29,  Disabled  American  Veterans 
and  Post  1702,  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars  for  their  assistance  in  decorating  veterans’  graves 
in  Braintree’s  cemeteries  prior  to  Memorial  Day,  1978.

1978 


The  Braintree  Housing  Authority  owns  or  subsidizes  366  housing  units  in  the  Town 
of  Braintree,  an  increase  of  29  units  over  last  year,  consisting  of: 

Elderly  Housing.  State-aided.  103  units  plus  a  community  building  on  Heritage  Lane. 
The  requirements  for  admission  to  housing  for  the  elderly  are  that  applicants  be  at  least 
62  years  of  age,  have  an  annual  income  of  no  more  than  $6,000  for  one  person,  $6,300  for 
a  couple,  and  assets  of  no  more  than  $10,000.  The  average  rental  income  in  1977  was  $71 
per  unit  per  month. 

Rental  Assistance  Program.  State-aided.  176  subsidized  units  for  low  income  elderly 
and  families:  60  units  subsidized  at  Skyline  Drive  Apartments,  81  units  subsidized  at 
Monatiquot  Village,  24  units  subsidized  at  Independence  Manor,  and  1 1  units  subsidized 
at  large.  The  annual  income  limits  for  admission  to  the  program  range  from  $6,000  for  one 
person  to  $8,100  for  six  persons,  and  the  maximum  allowable  assets  are  $10,000.  The 
annual  income  limits  for  continued  occupancy  may  not  exceed  130%  of  the  income  limits 
for  admission.  The  average  monthly  subsidy  paid  to  landlords  by  the  Authority  was  $164 
in  1977. 

Family  Housing.  State-aided.  3  units,  single  family  dwellings  at  scattered  sites.  The 
income  limits  for  admission  and  continued  occupancy  are  the  same  as  for  the  Rental  Assis¬ 
tance  Program.  Tenants. in  these  units  pay  their  own  utility  bills,  are  responsible  for  routine 
maintenance  and  upkeep  of  the  properties,  and  pay  a  percentage  of  their  income  for  rent 
to  the  Authority. 

Section  8  Housing  Assistance  Payments  Program.  75  Federally  subsidized  units.  The 
annual  income  limits  for  admission  to  this  program  range  from  $10,100  for  one  person  to 
$16,200  for  six  persons,  and  there  is  no  asset  limitation  for  eligibility.  Persons  to  whom 
Certificates  of  Eligibility  are  issued  seek  suitable  housing  accommodations  in  moderately 
priced  existing  rental  units.  The  maximum  permissible  rents,  including  all  utilities,  as  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  Federal  Register,  are  $251  for  a  one-bedroom  unit,  $298  for  a  two-bedroom 
unit,  and  $343  for  a  three-bedroom  unit.  The  average  assistance  payment  made  to  landlords 
in  1977  was  $176  per  month. 

Housing  for  the  Handicapped.  State-aided.  9  units.  The  Authority  purchased  and 
renovated  a  large  single-family  dwelling  in  Braintree  for  use  as  a  Community  Residence  for 
the  mentally  retarded  and  live-in  staff.  There  are  eight  full-time  residents  and  one  Respite 
Care  room  for  periodic  use.  The  South  Shore  Rehabilitation  Center  leases  the  property  for 
the  program,  provides  qualified  house  managers,  and  vocational  training  for  the  retarded 
clients  as  well  as  training  in  independent  living  skills. 

The  Authority  applied  to  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  Dept,  of  Community 
Affairs,  for  additional  elderly  housing  units  and  was  awarded  a  planning  grant  of  $25,000 
for  the  development  of  60  units  of  housing.  A  Citizen  Advisory  Committee  was  formed  to 
assist  the  Authority  in  planning  and  development.  An  Architect  and  Attorney  were  selected 
for  the  project,  and  a  site  agreed  upon. 

The  Authority  also  applied  to  the  U.  S.  Dept,  of  Housing  &  Urban  Development  for 
an  additional  50  units  under  the  Section  8  Housing  Assistance  Payments  Program. 

A  HUD  Turnkey  project  for  the  development  of  45  family  units  is  still  in  the  pre¬ 
liminary  stages,  after  having  been  amended  from  Acquisition  with  Rehabilitation  to  New 
Construction. 
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The  Authority  takes  pride  in  its  growth  over  the  past  seven  years,  having  steadily 
increased  the  number  of  housing  units  available  to  low  income  persons  under  a  variety  of 
housing  programs.

The  Board  continued  its  nursing  services  to  the  parochial  schools,  with  the  support  of 
the  Town  Meeting. 

Mrs.  Arlene  F.  Barba,  RN,  Archbishop  Williams  High  School 
Mrs.  Janet  A.  Pickering,  RN,  St.  Francis  of  Assisi  School 
Mrs.  Janet  M.  Daylor,  RN,  St.  Coletta’s  Day  School 

Mrs.  Catherine  M.  Schiffmann,  RN,  was  appointed,  in  September,  to  replace  Mrs. 
Daylor’s  position  at  St.  Coletta’s  Day  School. 

Subdivision 

The  Board  has  reviewed  five  subdivisions  and  has  taken  action,  as  to  the  passing  of 
two  and  the  rejection  of  three,  due  to  drainage  problems. 

Restaurant  Inspection 

The  Department  continued  its  periodic  restaurant  inspection  program  throughout  the 
Town,  including  inspection  upon  request.  The  temporary  closing  of  five  establishments  was 
instituted  by  the  Department. 

Emergencies 

The  unforseen  emergency  of  the  “Blizzard  of  ‘78’  found  the  Board  assisting  citizens 
in  cooperation  with  other  Town  Departments.  The  Board  also  was  involved  in  three  individual 
homes  and  assisted  in  the  relocation  of  one  family  in  cooperation  with  the  American  Red 
Cross.  In  July  the  Board  also  was  involved  in  the  removal  of  a  corpse  and  the  sanitizing  of 
the  home.  The  Board  also  closed  one  swimming  area  for  a  period  of  one  week  due  to  high 
coliform  count. 
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Housing  Inspection 

The  Department  was  also  involved  in  inspecting  housing  used  as  rental  units.  A  total 
of  seven  units  were  ordered  by  the  Board  to  undergo  major  repairs. 

Sanitary  Concerns 

Dumping  violations  were  cited,  by  the  Board,  in  seven  major  areas;  corrective  measures 
have  been  taken.  The  Board  also,  acting  under  it’s  powers,  requested  three  sewer  connections 
to  be  joined  with  Town  sewer.  Also  an  oil  spill,  in  the  month  of  December. 

Air  Pollution 

The  Board,  jointly  working  with  OSHA,  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health, 
Division  of  Air  Hazards  and  DEQE,  investigated  three  areas  dealing  with  pollution  problems. 

Rodent  Control 

The  Department  requested  four  areas  be  investigated  and  baited  for  rodents  and  in¬ 
sects. 

Mosquito  Control 

The  Department,  in  cooperation  with  the  South  Shore  Mosquito  Control,  worked 
during  the  August  infestation  which  was  the  largest  this  area  has  seen,  for  mosquitos,  in  re¬ 
cent  years. 

In-Service  Education 

The  Director  of  Public  Health  attended  a  course  offered  by  the  University  of  Massa¬ 
chusetts  in  managerial  services,  in  coopeation  with  the  Personnel  Board.  The  Board  also 
sent  Mr.  Gecewicz,  Ms.  Boucher  and  Mr.  Sprague  to  the  Certified  Health  Officer’s  Conven¬ 
tion.  This  seminar  was  revealing  vital  information  on  State  and  National  health  regulations 
changes  and  proposals. 

Contracted  Nursing  Services 

The  Board  contracts  services  with  the  Braintree  Visiting  Nurse  Association  for  pre¬ 
ventative  and  post-operative  care,  also  contagious  disease  control  and  clinic  programs  for  the 
citizens  of  the  Town. 

Seminar 

The  Board  sponsored  a  Public  Health  Seminar  on  Communicable  Diseases  with  the 
assistance  of  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health,  Division  of  Communicable  Diseases. 

A  total  of  seventeen  communities  participated  with  168  people  attending  from  within  the 
health  and  education  fields.  This  is  the  second  part  of  an  on-going  health  information  pro¬ 
gram  the  Board  instituted. 

CPR  Training 

The  Board  assisted  a  community  organized  group  in  forming  the  Braintree  Heart 
Savers  Association.  A  total  of  631  people  were  fully  certified  in  CPR  by  this  organization 
under  the  National  American  Heart  guidelines.  The  Board  is  in  the  process  of  establishing 
a  Choke  Saver  Program,  which  will  be  instituted  within  the  local  restaurants. 

Biological  Supplies 

The  biological  supplies  were  disbursed  from  the  biological  station  which  is  located  at 
Smiley’s  Pharmacy.  Diagnostic  supplies  are  dispensed  at  the  Health  Office  and  also  Inter¬ 
national  Vaccination  Certificates  are  authenticated  at  the  Health  Office. 
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Blood  Pressure  Clinics 


Monthly  blood  pressure  clinics  were  offered  in  cooperation  with  the  Council  on 
Aging  and  a  total  of  1,115  people  were  read  and  checked. 

Flu  Clinic 

The  Board  offered  its  annual  flue  vaccine  program  for  all  Senior  Citizens,  including 
the  residents  of  all  nursing  homes  and  also  the  chronically  ill  of  the  Town.  A  total  of  1,840 
people  were  vaccinated. 

Rabies 


The  Board  of  Health  in  cooperation  with  the  Braintree  Jaycees  held  its  annual  rabies 
program,  with  a  total  of  200  dogs  innoculated. 

School  Immunization 

Under  State  mandate,  all  school-aged  children  of  the  Town  of  Braintree  are  required 
to  be  fully  immunized  against  measles,  mumps,  rubella,  polio,  diptheria,  and  tetanus.  The 
full  cooperation  of  the  school  system,  VNA,  physicians  and  nurses  was  required  to  insure 
that  this  difficult  task  was  properly  completed.  A  total  of  873  students  were  immunized. 

Sanitary  Landfill 

The  Board  has  been  working  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen  looking  for  an  alternative 
site  for  a  sanitary  landfill  in  the  Town  or  another  solution. 

Health  and  Safety  Inspections 

Lead  paint  detection  inspection,  total  13  and  10  found  positive. 

Rentable  property  inspection,  total  127  and  61  violations. 

Nuisance  calls  to  office,  total  322,  all  followed  up. 

Nuisance  order  served,  total  9.

Filing  fees  for  the  above  projects  amounted  to  $360.00,  which  was  returned  to  the 
Town  Treasury. 

In  addition  to  the  Wetlands  Protection  Act,  the  Conservation  Commission  is  re¬ 
sponsible  for  the  administration  of  Town  By-Law  Article  XIII,  Section  23.  Permission  was 
granted  for  29  projects  under  the  by-law. 

Some  of  the  major  projects  which  the  Commission  has  engaged  in  during  the  year  are 
listed  below: 

1.  The  on-going  work  of  the  5  Conservation  Commission  sub-committees. 

Pollution  Control  is  studying  a  water  management  plan  for  Sunset  Lake. 

Land  Management  has  been  inspecting  and  cataloging  all  Commission-owned  land. 
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Planning  has  not  been  active  as  a  vacancy  on  the  Commission  made  operation 
of  this  subcommittee  difficult. 

Information  &  Education  has  not  been  active  as  it  lacks  volunteer  staff. 

Land  Acquisition  has  reviewed  proposed  tax  title  land  and  advised  on  its  sale. 

2.  The  Commission  sponsored  three  important  Warrant  Articles  which  were  passed 
at  the  1978  Annual  Town  Meeting.  The  position  of  permanent  Conservation  Coordinator 
was  established.  Ms.  Arleen  O’Donnell  was  appointed  in  June  to  fill  the  position.  The  Con¬ 
servation  Fund  was  established,  and  Article  XIII,  Section  23,  a  by-law  dealing  with  wetland 
regulation,  was  refined. 

3.  Members  of  the  Conservation  Commission  served  on  the  208  Water  Quality  Study 
Committee,  the  Technical  Advisory  Committee  for  transportation,  and  the  Open  Space 
Study  Committee. 

4.  The  Commission  nominated  Ms.  Saran  Gillies  for  the  E.P.A.  Environmental  Merit 
Award  for  her  work  on  recycling  in  Braintree.  Ms.  Gillies  was  a  recipient  of  one  of  the  few 
awards  given  in  the  New  England  Region. 

5.  The  Commission  recognized,  with  regret,  the  resignation  of  John  Cusack,  Jr.  and 
Thomas  Hamel  and  welcomed  the  Selectmen’s  two  new  appointed  Commissioners,  Robert 
Stanley  and  Russell  Peterson. 

6.  The  Commission  was  officially  notified  by  the  Division  of  Conservation  Services 
that  the  Commission  had  submitted  all  the  required  information  necessary  for  the  town’s 
receipt  of  $99,300.00  in  state  funds  for  the  Hayward  Creek  Flood  Control  Project. 

7.  The  Commission  submitted  two  reports  of  note  to  state  agencies  regarding  the 
Southeast  Water  Extension  proposal  by  M.D.C.  and  the  environmental  assessment  of  wet¬ 
lands  off  Dewey  Road  adjacent  to  Quintree  Mall  for  the  Office  of  Environmental  Affairs. 

8.  Legal  action  to  stop  alleged  illegal  activity  on  Hughes  Corp.  property  on  Grove 
Street  ended  successfully  for  the  Commission  when  the  owner  had  a  hearing  and  an  Order 
of  Conditions  was  issued  under  Chapter  131,  Section  40,  of  the  Mass.  General  Laws. 
(Superior  Ct.  Case  #  12755,  60).  Garden  Park  has  also  been  resolved  to  the  Commission’s 
satisfaction  by  the  prohibition  of  additional  filling  and  permanently  marking  the  property 
boundaries. 

The  Commission  would  like  to  thank  those  who  have  given  their  time  and  support. 
1978  has  been  an  extremely  busy  and  successful  year.  We  enter  1979  knowing  that  con¬ 
tinuing  progress  and  commitment  to  environmental  quality  will  contribute  to  the  proper 
management  of  the  natural  resources  of  the  Town  of  Braintree.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  VETERANS’  SERVICES 

1978 

The  Department  of  Veterans’  Services  assists  eligible  veterans,  dependents  and 
survivors  of  veterans  as  provided  for  under  Chapter  115  and  amendments  thereto  of  the 
General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

Veterans  Benefits 

During  1978,  121  new  applications  were  taken  for  benefits  in  the  form  of  direct 
financial  aid  and/or  payment  of  excessive  medical,  dental  and  hospital  bills.  In  addition, 

32  long-term  recipients  continued  to  receive  benefits  because  of  total  disability  or  ad¬ 
vanced  age.  $122,038  in  benefit  payments  was  authorized  of  which  50  per  cent  will  be  re¬ 
imbursed  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Town  of  Braintree  from  the  Commonwealth  of  Massa¬ 
chusetts.  In  addition,  $7,809.42  was  recovered  as  the  result  of  legal  assignments  and  liens 
taken  against  workmen’s  compensation,  unemployment  compensation,  insurance  claims 
and  real  estate. 

Six  hundred  and  two  individual  medical  bills  ranging  from  $2.00  laboratory  fees  to 
over  $4,000.00  for  a  period  of  hospitalization  were  paid  for  eligible  veterans  and  their 
dependents  during  1978. 

All  employable  recipients  of  veterans  benefits  make  personal  bi-weekly  reports 
regarding  their  job  hunting  efforts  to  the  Director  of  Veterans’  Services.  Job  hunting  tech¬ 
nique  is  discussed  and  close  liaison  is  maintained  with  the  Division  of  Employment  Security 
relating  to  available  jobs  and  timely  receipt  of  unemployment  compensation. 

Full  advantage  was  taken  of  all  Federal  and  State  programs  administered  by  the 
Veterans  Administration,  Social  Security  Administration,  Division  of  Employment  Security, 
Public  Health  Service  and  other  organizations  in  order  to  reduce  cost  to  local  taxpayers 
while  in  no  case  reducing  benefits  to  veterans  or  their  survivors. 

Veterans  Administration 

The  Department  of  Veterans’  Services  performs  administrative  maintenance  on  over 
three  million  dollars  received  by  Braintree  residents  from  the  Veterans  Administration 
annually.  This  maintenance  includes  reports  of  changes  in  family  status,  deaths,  births, 
annual  income  from  other  sources,  change  in  health,  school  attendance,  increase  in  degree 
of  disability,  etc. 

A  total  of  881  applications  were  taken  and  submitted  to  the  Veterans  Administration 
for  compensation,  pensions,  life  insurance,  educational  benefits,  on-the-job  training,  etc., 
203  more  than  in  1977;

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RECYCLING  COMMITTEE  -  DECEMBER  1978 


The  Braintree  Recycling  Committee  is  pleased  to  report  substantial  and  meaningful 
growth  in  the  recycling  program  this  year.  Increases  in  the  magnitude  of  100%  are  obvious 
not  only  in  the  amount  of  income  and  tonnages  collected,  but  also  in  the  number  of  citi¬ 
zens  participating  in  the  program. 

The  committee  realizes  that  the  growth  shown  is  due  in  large  part  to  the  towns¬ 
people,  leaders,  and  organizations  who  are  helping.  We  particularly  appreciate  the  co¬ 
operation  which  we  received  this  year  from  the  following:  the  Braintree  Highway  Depart¬ 
ment  for  helping  build  new  ramps  at  the  Recycling  Center  and  for  special  clean-up  activities; 
all  the  local  newspapers  for  publicity  and  schedule  information;  the  New  England  Telephone 
Company  for  poles  donated  for  use  in  construction  of  the  new  unloading  platform;  and  all 
the  other  individuals  and  groups  who  gave  both  moral  and  practical  support. 

The  committee  is  now  looking  into  new  approaches  to  improve  the  program  in 
Braintree  such  as  the  possible  introduction  of  a  recycling  curriculum  in  the  schools.  A  new 
schedule  of  pick-up  was  initiated  in  July  of  this  year.  Paper,  the  single  largest  item  in  the 
program, is  now  picked  up  twice  a  month.  It  should  be  noted  that  1978  curbside  pick-up 
program  expenses  did  not  come  off  the  tax  rate.  That  aspect  of  recycling  in  Braintree  is 
funded  by  general  revenue  sharing.  All  income  from  the  sale  of  recyclables  is  returned  to  the 
town  treasury. 

While  recycling  has  shown  yearly  increases  since  the  program  began  in  Braintree,  the 
growth  this  year  has  been  greater  than  ever.  Becoming  a  regular  recycler  involves  rethinking 
old  habits  and  retraining  ourselves  in  new  ones.  Recycling  continues  to  be  a  necessity  to 
save  dump  space,  wear  and  tear  on  the  incinerator,  and  our  natural  resources.  In  Braintree 
this  year  approximately  600  tons  of  materials  were  recycled  into  other  useful  forms  rather 
than  being  incinerated.  Braintree  can  be  proud  of  its  position  in  the  forefront  of  recycling 
programs  in  the  state.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  PARKS  AND  PLAYGROUNDS  COMMISSIONERS 

1978 


The  Board  of  Parks  and  Playgrounds  Commissioners  conducted  27  meetings  during 
the  year  and  amassed  a  combined  attendance  record  of  over  75%.  The  board  reorganized 
in  April  by  re-electing  John  J.  Hennessy  as  its  Chairman  and  James  E.  Sullivan  as  its  Vice 
Chairman.  New  members  who  joined  the  board  this  year  were  William  A.  Varroso  and 
Theodore  W.  Browne  who  have  succeeded  Ralph  W.  Bucknam  and  Robert  J.  Durgin  who 
did  not  seek  to  remain  with  the  commission  after  having  served  the  community  in  this 
capacity  for  the  past  several  years. 

The  Park  Commission  continued  with  the  issue  involving  the  Metropolitan  Yacht 
Club’s  boat  docking  and  pier  system  that  surfaced  during  1977.  The  matter  came  to  a 
public  hearing  that  was  conducted  by  the  U.S.  Army  Corps  of  Engineers  who  will  make 
the  final  determination  as  to  whether  the  club  will  be  required  to  remove  portions  of 
their  float  system  or  that  they  can  retain  what  they  installed  last  year  permanently. 

As  of  the  close  of  the  year,  the  Corps  of  Engineers  still  had  not  made  a  determina¬ 
tion  in  this  issue. 

The  Commission  during  1978  commenced  with  the  construction  of  a  new  bath¬ 
house  facility  at  the  G.  Murray  Smith  Beach  facility  with  funds  for  this  project  coming 
from  a  grant  received  from  the  U.S.  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development. 
This  new  facility  will  provide  new  rest  room  facilities  for  beach  users  as  well  as  a 
much  needed  first  aid  room  for  lifeguards  to  attend  to  minor  cuts  and  scrapes  received 
by  bathers.  Unfortunately  there  were  not  sufficient  funds  available  to  totally 
rehabilitate  the  beach  during  the  year  and  the  commission  hopes  to  be  successful  in 
the  coming  year  to  receive  additional  monies  to  improve  the  beach  conditions  for  users 
of  the  East  Braintree  neighborhood. 

The  board  acknowledges  the  cooperation  of  other  town  departments  during  the 
past  year  especially  the  School,  Highway  and  Selectmen’s  Office  for  making  many 
projects  possible.  Town  Engineer  John  Fehan  should  also  be  mentioned  for  the 
excellent  support  his  department  has  provided  the  Park  Department  in  prepainng 
precise  engineering  drawings  and  surveying  some  parcels  of  Park  land  throughout 
the  town. 

The  board  acknowledges  the  efforts  of  Mr.  Guy  Grey,  Park  Superintendent  and 
William  D.  Hedlund,  Director  of  Youth  Services  and  Recreation  for  their  efforts 
during  the  year  in  representing  the  board  in  many  matters  and  fully  briefing  com¬ 
missioners  on  issues  that  appear  on  a  meeting  agenda.

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PARK  DEPARTMENT  TOWN  REPORT 


Ninety -five  percent  of  the  mini-park  at  Pond  and  Washington  streets  has  been  com¬ 
pleted. 


With  final  approval  from  the  Army  Corps  of  Engineers  having  been  received,  the  first 
phase  of  the  high  school  irrigation  project  will  be  completed  sometime  this  srping,  weather 
permitting. 

Again  this  past  season  the  Park  Department  has  maintained  fields  for  over  1000 
events  ranging  from  Little  League  activities  to  all  school  athletic  activities.  Every  year 
there  are  more  demands  for  fields,  but  we  just  do  not  have  additional  fields  to  meet 
these  demands. 

This  past  season  the  six  tennis  courts  at  the  high  school,  as  well  as  the  tennis  court 
at  Mattulina  playground,  were  resealed  and  lined.  A  new  basketball  court,  with  fencing, 
was  put  in  at  South  Junior  High  School  parking  lot. 

Vandalism  is  still  a  problem  with  the  department.  Vandalism  repair  takes  top 
priority,  costing  more  than  any  other  single  phase  of  our  work. 

At  this  time  I  would  like  to  thank  the  Park  Commissioners  for  their  support  and 
confidence.  I  would  also  like  to  thank  William  Hedlund,  Bud  Morton,  all  the  Park 
Department  employees,  and  all  the  town  departments  that  have  supported  our  activities 
and  given  us  help  this  past  season.

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YOUTH  SERVICES  AND  RECREATION  REPORT  -  1978 


Busy  might  best  describe  the  involvements  during  the  year  as  many  never  before 
activities  were  presented  to  the  community.  Probalbly  the  most  unusual  circumstance  was 
helping  out  with  the  Blizzard  of  ’78  in  February  when  we  found  ourselves  behind  the 
wheel  of  a  snowplow  or  manning  the  desk  at  the  highway  department  for  more  than 
a  week  experiencing  something  that  Braintree  hadn’t  witnessed  in  over  a  century.  People 
stranded,  problems  unheard  of  before  and  equipment  that  couldn’t  handle  the  snowfall 
were  some  of  the  unique  situations  we  were  confronted  with  as  the  Park  Department 
(and  most  other  departments)  closed  down  and  pitched  in  doing  whatever  could  be 
done  to  get  the  town  back  in  full  operation. 

Completion  of  a  two  year  Revenue  Sources  Management  School  during  March 
sponsored  jointly  by  the  National  Recreation  and  Park  Association  and  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina  hopefully  will  provide  this  department  with  the 
knowledge  and  expertise  to  introduce  some  fee  supported  programs  and  events 
for  the  town  in  the  year  to  come.  Other  sections  of  the  country  operate  nearly  their 
entire  programming  offerings  through  user  fees  thereby  self  supporting  the  growth 
and  involvements  of  the  department.  Since  our  growth  during  the  past  three  years  has 
been  extremely  modest  with  respect  to  the  new  programs,  look  for  1979  to  possibly 
introduce  new  this  concept  of  paying  for  something  you  want  to  participate  in  doing. 

The  Braintree  Park  Department  was  selected  as  Massachusetts  host  community 
for  the  First  nationally  sponsored  Hershey  Youth  Track  and  Field  Program.  Over 
three-hundred  boys  and  girls  10-15  years  of  age  competed  locally  in  the  summertime 
and  two  qualified  to  represent  New  England  at  the  finals  that  were  held  in  Huntington, 
West  Virginia  in  August.  The  statewide  competition  that  was  held  in  July  attracted  over 
600  aspiring  national  finalists  at  Braintree  High  School  representing  more  than  20 
communities  at  the  largest  track  competition  at  this  facility  since  it  opened  in  the 
early  1970’s. 

Through  the  cooperation  of  the  Brockton  Professional  Musician’s  Union,  the  de¬ 
partment  was  allowed  to  conduct  five  community  concerts.  One  half  of  the  cost  of  these 
concerts  was  obtained  through  a  grant  coordinated  by  this  department  and  the  union 
and  it  is  hoped  that  similar  such  summer  concerts  will  be  held  in  the  years  to  follow. 

A  tremendous  improvement  was  provided  at  Sunset  Lake  for  bathers  as  the 
department  acquired  a  new  floating  dock  system  that  not  only  provedes  a  safer  means 
for  bathers  to  swim  in  the  deep  side  at  the  lake,  but  provides  many  new  teaching 
stations,  ability  to  restore  competitive  swimming  and  considerably  reduces  the  amount 
of  annual  maintenance  required  since  the  new  system  is  made  of  aluminum.  Bathers 
commented  very  favorably  on  this  new  acquisition  and  the  department  feels  that  this  is 
just  one  of  many  new  ideas  developed  for  Sunset  Lake  users  in  the  years  to  come. 

The  department  as  are  all  municipalities  in  the  commonwealth  is  closely 
monitoring  the  effects  of  many  new  pieces  of  state  legislation  to  affect  public  service 
agencies.  Among  the  more  important  that  will  require  much  attention  of  the  Park 
Department  will  be  the  revisions  to  the  State  Sanitary  Code,  Section  IV  which  will 
have  ample  affect  on  our  special  children’s  day  camp  operation;  the  new  Minimum 
Wage  Regulation  increasing  wages  of  previously  exempt  municipal  workers  which 
our  summer  staffs  became  involved  and  beginning  next  July,  enforcement  by  the 
commonwealth  will  require  the  town  to  improve  wage  provisions  for  part  time 
and  seasonal  employees  of  our  department;  the  immunity  before  exempting  agencies 
and  political  subdivisions  of  the  commonwealth  with  respect  to  tort  liability  was 
removed  in  September  of  this  year  and  close  coordination  with  the  Office  of  Town 
Counsel  will  tell  how  our  department  becomes  involved  and  affected  during  1979.

Our  playgrounds  under  the  supervision  once  again  of  James  C.  Laneau  had 
another  very  successful  summer  although  overall  attendance  declined  by  a  small 
amount  during  the  eight  week  period.  New  programs  sponsored  nationwide  became 
integral  portions  of  our  playgrounds  and  even  television  coverage  of  the  dog/frisbee 
Catch  ’n  Fetch  Regional  Competition  brought  cameras  and  reporters  to  Hollis  Field  in 
July  to  see  which  dog  and  handler  would  win  a  free  trip  to  the  national  finals  in 
California  in  September.  Other  new  activities  that  the  twon  will  be  hearing  more  about 
in  1979  will  be  the  Jokari,  Mr.  Peanut  Target  Tennis,  Wheaties  Sports  Federation  Games, 
and  the  other  special  events  numbering  17  overall  that  the  department  has  affiliated 
with  during  the  past  year  or  so  providing  greater  activity  involvement  of  citizens 
of  the  town  at  little  or  no  cost  to  the  department  or  participant. 

The  two  waterfronts  again  under  the  supervision  of  Thomas  F.  Cahill  had  a 
very  successful  summer.  Quality  of  water  samples  taken  by  the  Board  of  Health 
at  Sunset  Lake  this  past  summer  proved  to  be  the  best  results  during  the  past 
decade  at  this  waterfront.  The  department  continued  with  its  annual  weed  and 
algae  eradication  program  which  it  is  felt  has  had  a  lot  to  do  with  the  improved 
conditions  of  water  for  bathers  during  the  past  few  years.  G.  Murray  Smith  Beach 
water  sampling  did  not  provide  as  good  results  as  Sunset  Lake  due  to  some  dis¬ 
charging  of  waste  materials  in  the  bay  area  beyond  the  shipyard.  The  department 
has  opened  up  communications  with  state  agencies  in  hopes  of  preventing  similar 
occurrences  in  the  summers  to  come.  Nevertheless,  combined  attendances  at  both  water¬ 
fronts  again  exceeded  90,000  patrons  during  the  ten  week  bathing  season. 

The  Day  Camp  for  Special  Need  Children  this  past  summer  was  directed  by 
past  camp  supervisor,  Linda  Wrublewski.  Camp  enrollment  consisting  of  physically 
and  mentally  handicapped  residents  ages  3-36  was  46.  The  program  continued  with  its 
usual  excellent  offerings  keeping  all  busy  and  interested  in  the  activities  planned 
for  each  day. 

The  department  in  conjunction  with  the  South  Braintree  Board  of  Trade 
coordinated  a  Saturday  visit  from  a  parachuting  Santa  Claus  and  four  of  his  helpers  at 
French’s  Common.  With  carols,  candy  canes  and  an  opportunity  for  residents  to 
contribute  to  the  Globe  Santa  Funds  and  Toys  for  Tots  by  the  U.S.  Marine  Corps 
from  South  Weymouth  Naval  Air  Station,  it  was  a  day  that  will  long  be  remembered 
by  those  that  attended.

I  would  like  to  express  my  continued  appreciation  to  each  and  every  member 
of  the  Board  of  Parks  and  Playgrounds  Commission  who  allowed  me  to  work  for  them 
during  the  past  year,  my  seventh  with  the  department.  It  was  a  very  enjoyable  experi¬ 
ence  once  again  and  I  find  the  opportunity  most  rewarding  in  that  I  meet  new  faces 
each  week  and  become  involved  in  new  ideas  and  activities  that  allows  me  to  develop 
new  insights  for  the  department.  Of  particular  note,  I  would  like  to  commend  Park 
Superintendent  Guy  Grey  and  his  maintenance  staff  for  rendering  much  needed 
backup  support  for  much  that  we  deal  with.  His  continued  cooperation  and  under¬ 
standing  makes  my  job  easier.  Last,  but  not  least  by  any  means,  I  would  like  to 
express  my  appreciation  to  the  residents  of  Braintree  who  provide  us  with  the 
challenge  almost  weekly  to  meet  their  particular  interests  and  to  allow  them  to 
develop  with  the  program  and  activity  organized  by  this  department.  Without  the 
excellent  understanding  and  participation  of  the  townspeople,  our  purpose  of  being 
would  be  extraneous  in  this  community.

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GOLF  COURSE  REPORT 


The  Braintree  Municipal  Golf  Course  Operating  Committee  submits  the  following  report  for 
the  year  1978. 

This  committee  meets  the  first  Tuesday  of  every  month  at  the  Park  Department  office 
with  few  exceptions.  Additional  meetings  are  held  for  unusual  situations  and  budget  meet¬ 
ings. 


The  year  1978  showed  a  decline  in  revenues  received  at  the  Golf  Course  from  1977. 
A  total  of  $108,000  was  deposited  with  the  Town  Treasurer.  There  are  a  few  factors  of 
interest  that  we  feel  attributed  to  this  decline  in  receipts.  We  all  remember  the  Blizzard  of 
’78.  This  and  other  snowfall  caused  us  to  delay  the  opening  of  the  golf  course  until  the 
first  week  in  April.  Therefore,  January,  February,  and  March  were  a  complete  wash-out 
and  a  loss  of  approximately  $6000.  Playing  conditions  were  best  described  as  poor  until 
mid-June.  As  a  result  we  lost  some  of  our  regular  league  players.  Greens  fees  and  permits 
were  also  down.  In  last  year’s  report  it  was  stated  we  have  instituted  a  program  of  replac¬ 
ing  the  old  greens  which  have  been  subject  to  severe  winter  kill..  One  green  was  replaced 
last  year,  and  we  shall  continue  to  replace  them  as  needed.  We  have  started  our  own  turf 
nursery  to  grow  sod  to  lower  the  expense  and  time  element  in  preparing  the  replacement 
of  our  older  greens. 

The  committee  goal  has  always  been  to  keep  the  Golf  Course  on  a  self-supporting 
basis.  We  keep  a  watchful  eye  on  our  competition  and  have  set  our  rates  on  a  competi¬ 
tive  level.  We  have  tightened  our  budget  while  still  striving  to  maintain  an  attractive  and 
challenging  course.  We  have  designed  a  shorter,  less  challenging  course  to  help  attract 
green  fee  players. 

This  year  prior  to  town  meeting  we  will  be  returning  to  the  Golf  Course  Reserve 
Account  some  $10,000  of  FY7 8-79  budget.  This  was  accomplished  by  cutting  back  on 
our  fencing  project,  our  reconstruction  of  greens  budget,  and,  by  utilizing  CETA  employ¬ 
ees  to  the  fullest,  our  labor  budget. 

The  committee  is  acutely  aware  of  the  competition  for  the  “recreation  dollar”. 

We  are  attempting  to  keep  our  facility  in  the  public  interest  by  advertising  and  promotional 
work.  A  new  brochure  will  be  printed  and  distributed.  Golf  Clinics  are  to  be  held.  A  series 
of  golf  films  will  be  shown  on  weekends  in  February  at  the  clubhouse.  Mr.  Hanscom, 
our  Pro,  will  give  free  instructions  and  hold  question  and  answer  periods  at  the  film  show¬ 
ings. 


We  are  a  self-supporting  recreational  facility,  and  we  intend  to  do  everything  we  can 
to  maintain  that  status.  With  improved  playing  conditions,  a  break  in  the  weather  this 
spring,  we  hope  to  see  our  revenues  on  the  incline  again.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  PERSONNEL  BOARD 

1978 


The  Personnel  Board,  exclusive  of  the  Light  and  School  Departments  is  responsible 
for  the  overall  development  and  implementation  of  Personnel  Policies  governing  the  twenty- 
two  (22)  Town  Departments  within  the  Town  of  Braintree.  The  departments  employ  a 
total  of  approximately  800  employees;  343  full-time,  72  part-time,  77  summer/seasonal, 
approximately  300  additional  including:  auxiliary  police  (non-paid),  on-call  clerical  and 
labor  pools,  election  workers,  recording  secretaries,  etc. 

EMPLOYMENT: 

Pursuant  to  the  mandate  given  to  the  Personnel  Board  by  the  Town  Meeting,  the 
Personnel  Board  is  responsible  for  developing  Job  Descriptions,  advertising  existing  vacan¬ 
cies,  screening  applications  and  conducting  interviews  for  the  various  positions  within  the 
Town  of  Braintree.  The  purpose  of  the  policy  was  to  insure  that  the  individuals  referred  to 
the  respective  Department  Heads  are  qualified  pursuant  to  the  applicable  job  descriptions. 
This  year  there  were  twenty-five  (25)  full-time,  thirty-three  (33)  part-time,  and  eighty-nine 
(89)  summer/seasonal  appointments.  This  policy  is  a  significant  step  forward  to  attracting 
highly  qualified  individuals  for  managerial  positions. 

TRAINING: 

One  of  the  most  important  resources  which  the  Town  has  is  its  employees.  Success 
or  failure  of  our  operations  will  ultimately  be  with  our  employees.  In  recognition  of  this 
fact,  the  Personnel  Board  believes  that  training  is  a  necessity  if  we  are  to  up-date  our  exist¬ 
ing  employees  with  necessary  skills  to  enable  them  to  carry  out  their  objectives.  This  year 
the  Personnel  Board  in  conjunction  with  the  University  of  Massachusetts  Institute  of 
Governmental  Services  arranged  for  supervisory  and  managerial  training  programs  for  a 
number  of  our  managerial  and  supervisory  employees.  The  program  was  extremely  success¬ 
ful  and  it  is  a  program  which  the  Personnel  Board  believes  should  be  an  on-going  part  of  our 
training  program. 

LABOR  RELATIONS: 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  designated  the  Personnel  Board  as  the  official  Bargaining 
Agent  for  the  five  (5)  Unions  representing  our  Town  Employees. 

At  the  present  time  there  are  five  (5)  Bargaining  Units  representing  our  employees. 
The  Bargaining  Units  consist  of:  Highway,  Park  and  Sewer;  Clerical  and  Engineering;  Water 
and  Waste;  Fire;  and  Police.  In  addition  the  Library  employees  partitioned  the  Labor 
Relations  Commission  to  establish  a  separate  Bargaining  Unit  for  the  employees  of  the 
Library.  The  Labor  Relations  Commission  ruled  in  their  favor  and  there  is  now  a  sixth  (6) 
Bargaining  Unit  with  which  the  Personnel  Board  is  dealing  with.  Each  member  of  the  Per¬ 
sonnel  Board  is  responsible  for  dealing  directly  with  one  of  these  Bargaining  Units  in  order 
to  insure  continuity  of  information  and  consistency  in  applying  the  terms  and  conditions  of 
the  agreements. 

Multi-year  contracts  were  negotiated  for  the  First  time  with  all  five  (5)  Unions  and 
the  Board  is  proposing  multi-year  contracts  during  the  current  negotiations.  The  Personnel 
Board  feels  this  is  mutually  beneficial  to  both  the  Employee  and  the  Town  as  it  provides 
security  and  stability  of  services  as  well  as  advanced  planning. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  Personnel  Board  Meetings,  numerous  Collective  Bargaining 
sessions,  meetings  with  various  Department  Heads  and  Boards/Commissions,  and  a  number 
of  Union  Grievances  and  Arbitration  hearings  were  held.  A  number  of  hearings  were  at¬ 
tended  with  the  Mass.  Civil  Service  Commission  and  the  Mass.  Labor  Relations  Commission 
to  resolve  a  wide  variety  of  matters. 
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GENERAL  INFORMATION: 


The  Personnel  Board,  in  conjunction  with  the  Mass.  League  of  Cities  and  Towns 
Personnel  and  Labor  Relations  Division,  completed  the  individual  job  evaluation  audits 
on  all  thirty-six  (36)  Management  positions  in  the  Town.  The  Comprehensive  Salary  Adminis¬ 
tration  Program,  including  revised  job  descriptions,  was  approved  at  the  May  1978  Annual 
Town  Meeting.  A  revised  Management  Employee  Performance  Evaluation  Program  is 
presently  being  developed  in  phase  with  the  Salary  Administration  Program.  It  is  the  goal 
of  the  Personnel  Board  to  next  review  the  clerical  and  labor  positions  of  the  Town. 

An  additional  responsibility  was  assumed  by  the  Personnel  Department  when  the 
Massachusetts  Employment  Security  Law  was  amended  to  extend  unemployment  insurance 
coverage  to  municipalities  effective  January  1,  1978.  This  legislature  brings  the  Common¬ 
wealth  into  conformity  with  the  new  federal  law,  the  Unemployment  Compensation 
Amendments  of  1976. 

Under  the  sanction  of  the  Town  Meeting,  the  Personnel  Board  and  Finance  Commit¬ 
tee  have  contracted  with  Arthur  Andersen  and  Company,  an  international  auditing  and 
management  consulting  company,  to  conduct  an  in-depth  study  of  the  Water  Department 
operations.  The  intent  of  the  study  is  to  assist  the  Water  Commissioners  in  meeting  both 
short  and  long-range  operating  objectives  of  the  Department  as  well  as  to  improve  overall 
operations  efficiency.  Further  such  studies  will  be  conducted  in  other  Town  Departments 
during  1979.  The  Board  of  Assessors  has  agreed  to  cooperate  with  a  similar  study  of  their 
department. 

The  following  two  (2)  permanent  Town  positions  were  established  at  the  May  1978 
Annual  Town  Meeting: 

Environmental  and  Planning  Coordinator  to  both  the  Conservation  Commission 

and  the  Planning  Board; 

Senior  Clerk  to  the  Councl  on  Aging. 

ACKNOWLEDGEMENT 

During  the  past  year  the  following  two  (2)  resignations  were  submitted  from  the 
Personnel  Board:  Mr.  Gerald  J.  Walsh  was  elected  as  Town  Moderator  and  Mrs.  Saran  E. 
Gillies  was  elected  as  Selectman. 

The  Personnel  Board  wishes  to  formally  acknowledge  the  valuable  service  Mrs.  Gillies 
and  Mr.  Walsh  contributed  to  the  Personnel  Board  and  will  continue  to  do  so  for  the  Town 
of  Braintree.  The  Board  welcomed  two  (2)  new  appointees:  Mr.  Kevin  L.  Maloney  and 
Mrs.  Sylvia  A.  Martin.

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FINANCIAL  REPORTS 
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FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS  AS  OF  JUNE  30,  1978 
TOGETHER  WITH  AUDITOR’S  REPORT 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen, 

Town  of  Braintree,  Massachusetts: 

We  have  examined  the  financial  statements  of  the  various  funds  and  account  groups 
of  the  TOWN  OF  BRAINTREE,  MASSACHUSETTS  as  of  June  30,  1978,  and  for  the  year 
then  ended,  listed  in  the  foregoing  index.  Our  examination  was  made  in  accordance  with 
generally  accepted  auditing  standards,  and  accordingly  included  such  tests  of  the  accounting 
records  and  such  other  auditing  procedures  as  we  considered  necessary  in  the  circumstances. 

As  is  the  practice  with  many  municipalities  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts, 
the  Town  has  not  maintained  historical  cost  records  of  its  general  fixed  assets,  and 
accordingly  a  statement  of  general  fixed  assets  is  not  included  in  the  accompanying  finan¬ 
cial  statements. 

The  Town  follows  accounting  policies  prescribed  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Massa¬ 
chusetts  which  vary  in  certain  respects  from  generally  accepted  accounting  principles.  The 
most  significant  differences  relate  to  the  use  of:  (1)  the  cash  basis  method  of  recording  pen¬ 
sion  expenses  for  employees  and  (2)  the  modified  cash  basis  for  recording  the  operations 
of  the  Town’s  electric  and  water  departments.  In  our  opinion,  pension  costs  should  be  deter¬ 
mined  by  actuarial  methods  instead  of  the  cash  or  pay-as-you-go  basis  as  described  in  Note  3 
to  the  accompanying  financial  statements.  Information  is  not  available  to  quantify  the 
cumulative  liability  for  pension  benefits  which  would  be  reflected  in  the  financial  state¬ 
ments  as  of  June  30,  1978,  had  the  Town  followed  an  actuarial  method  of  accounting  for 
pension  costs.  As  described  in  Note  1(g),  the  Town  should  account  for  the  activities  of  the 
electric  and  water  departments  in  separate  enterprise  (self-supporting)  funds  on  an  accrual 
basis. 


In  our  opinion,  except  for  the  effect  of:  (1)  not  providing  for  pension  costs  on  an 
actuarial  basis  and  (2)  not  presenting  the  electric  and  water  departments  in  separate  enter¬ 
prise  funds  on  an  accrual  basis,  the  accompanying  financial  statements  present  fairly  the 
assets,  other  than  fixed  assets,  and  liabilities  of  the  various  funds  and  groups  of  accounts  of 
the  Town  of  Braintree,  Massachusetts  as  of  June  30,  1978,  and  their  respective  changes  in 
fund  balances,  and  revenues  and  expenditures  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1978,  in  con¬ 
formity  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles  applied  on  a  basis  consistent  with  the 
preceding  year.

Action  of  the  Board  of  Governors  of  Trust  Funds  is  governed  by  the  following  two 
sections  of  Chapter  41  of  the  General  Laws: 

SECTION  46  -  The  Town  Treasurer  shall  be  the  custodian  of  all  funds  and  securities 
of  such  trust  funds,  shall  invest  and  reinvest  them  and  expand  therefrom  monies  as  directed 
by  the  Commissioners.  The  Treasurer  shall  furnish  a  bond  satisfactory  to  them  for  the  faith¬ 
ful  performance  of  his  duties. 

SECTION  47  -  The  said  Board  of  Commissioners  shall,  so  far  as  is  consistent  with 
the  terms  of  the  trusts,  manage  and  control  the  same,  and  distribute  the  income  in  accordance 
with  the  terms  of  the  respective  trusts.  The  Board  shall  keep  a  record  of  its  meetings,  and  at 
the  close  of  each  financial  year,  shall  make  a  report  to  the  Town,  showing  the  total  amount 
of  the  funds,  and  their  investments,  receipts  and  disbursements  on  account  of  the  same, 
setting  forth  in  detail  the  sources  of  the  receipts  and  the  purposes  of  the  expenditures.
